TALMADGE DEATh

‘White Supremacy’ Advo-

ATLANTA, Dec. 21 (AP) — Ev- 
gene Talmadge, one. of Georgia’s 
most colorful public figures, died 
today, scarcely three weeks before 
he would have been inaugurated 
for a fourth time as Governor. 
He was 62 years old. 

The red-gallused advocate of 
“white supremacy,” who made 272 
speeches against doctors’ orders 
in a bitter Democratic primary 
last summer, succumbed at 7 a.m. 
An attending physician said Tal- 
madge was aware since Tuesday 
that. he was dying, and voiced anx- 
iety concerning the political fu- 
ture of Georgia after his death. 

Gov. Ellis Arnall ordered the 
state capitol closed today and 
Monday, and 
body would lie in state from 2 to 
5 p.m., Sunday in the capitol ro- 
tunda. As an expression of offi- 
cial respect, Arnall said he and 
elected statehouse officers would 
attend the funeral at 2 p.m. Mon- 
day at Talmadge's farm home on

Battle Over Succession. 

A physician attributed Tal- 
madge’s death to cirrhosis of the 
liver and hemolytic jaundice, com- 
plications superinduced by stom- 
ach hemorrhages which began last 
Oct. 3. 

The death of the Governor-elect 
drew lines for an unprecdented 
legal and political battle of suc- 
cession, 

Authoritative sources said Ar- 
nall, who ousted Talmadge from

Head of Bank That Failed Spends 


Depositors’ Loss 


| CHICAGO, Dec. 21 (AP)—Frank 
Roti, a former bank president, 
'faced Christmas with a light heart 
today after a 3l-year struggle to 
pay $18,000 in bank losses to de- 
| positors—although he was under 
/no legal obligation to do so. 
Roti, who has been a lay broth- 
er in Sacred Heart seminary at 
suburban Melrose Park for the 
last eight years, was head of the 
Western Savings Bank in Chicago 
when four gunmen robbed the 
bank of $2200 on Feb. 7, 1915. 
Although the loss was covered 
by insurance, business fell off 
drastically and the bank was 
forced to close about three weeks 
later. Liquidation brought deposi- 
‘tors about 35 cents on the dollar. 
A subsequent bankruptcy action 
relieved Roti of further liability. 
Today, Roti recalled “I had lit- 
tle to do after the failure, and I 
went to a quarry. There I saw 
some of my customers swinging 
heavy hammers—earning their liv- 
ings by_hard physical toil. I knew 
then I must repay their losses.” 
Roti had a family of six chil- 


; 


dren, and until 1925 he was una- 
ble to set aside any of his income 
for depositors, but when his two 
sons and four daughters became 
partly self-supporting, he began 
paying depositors from earnings 
of his small] retail meat business. 

Paying first those in greatest 
need, Roti continued to compen- 
sate his former customers from 
his income which was increased 
by returns from real estate in- 
vestments financed by sale of his 
suburban Oak Park home, 

Today, approximately 200 cus- 
tomers have been repaid $14,000 
and the balance of $4000 is on 
hand for another 50 whom Roti, 
now 65, is tracing through bap- 
tismal, marriage, school and other 
records, 

“Although it gives me persona! 
satisfaction to have all of my 
financial responsibilities lifted, 
especially at this Christmas sea- 
son,” Roti said, “I cannot claim 
any credit. Our Lord granted me 
firmness in my good intentions, 
and the children and I were instru- 
ments in His hands.”

With these 
conclusions the committee agrees. 

“The committee noted, however, 
among the constructive critics of 
the syste of 
enthusiasm for its operation. 
There was often a disquieting ab- 
sence of respect for the operation 
of the system ih its tremendous 
expansion under the impact of 
war. There was considerable in- 
dignation at some of the current 
and all too frequent breakdowns. 

System Not Followed Closely. 

“The general comment was that 
the system laid down in the man- 
ual wag not followed as closely 
as it should have been and that 
the system not infrequently broke 
down because of two things: 

“1. A failure on the part of 
the Army to foresee the needs 
of its system of military justice 
and a reluctance to utilize avail- 
able men of legal skill so that 
the courts were frequently 
staffed with incompetent men. 

“2. The denial to the courts 
of independence of action in 
many instances by the com- 
manding generals who appointed 
the courts and reviewed their 
judgments and who conceived

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP)— 
Costly blunders of the first two 
years of the war against Japan 
are recounted with notable victo- 
ries of the last two years in a de- 
tailed summary released by the 
Navy. 

The volume, “The Campaigns of 
the Pacific War,” is based on “ul- 
tra secret” Japanese battle plans 
and other captured documents, as 
well as American combat S®cords 
The report traces campaign by 
campaign the long sea road from 
Pearl Harbor to Tokyo bay. 

It includes a frank recital of 
United States stumblings and slip- 
ups at Midway, the Aleutians and 
Guadalcanal, from which the Navy 
painfully learned how to use air 
power. 

One document is a Japanese na- 
val order to a task force steaming 
toward Hawali, dated Dec. 1, 1941. 
If states: “Japan has reached 
a decision to declare war on the 
United States, Britain and the 
Netherlands. Time to start action 
will be announced later. The com- 
bined fleet shall direct an attack 
on the enemy fleet In the Ha- 
waiian area and reduce it to im- 
potency,” 

An order of the following day 
fixed Dec. 7 as the date for the 
Pearl Harbor attack unless 
Japanese - American neotiations 
reached “an amicable settlement” 
before then. 

The anabysis hits hard at the 
“differences in national attitudes” 
which appeared when American, 
British, Dutch and Australian 
forces were lumped under British 
Gen. Sir Archibald Wavell’s com- 
mand early in 1942. 

“Each nation retained control 
of its own forces and employed 
them in its own interest,” the 
Navy says. “The British were 
primarily concerned with convoy- 
ing troops for the defense of Ma- 
laya, and the Dutch also used 
cruisers and destroyers for con- 
voying merchant ships.

Four portal-to-portal pay suits 
filed by the CIO United Steel 
Workers of America here yester- 
day against St. Louis manufactur- 
ing concerns raised to more than 
$83,000,000 the amount sought in 
such court actions which are now 
pending against firms in this 
area. 

Local unions were following a 
national pattern in attempting to 
colléct back portal-to-portal pay 
they claim is due them and an 
equal amount in damages.

OWNER OF $5500 
GOERING BROOCH 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 21 (AP) 

Marcus Roberts, 30-year-old 
Louisville war veteran, obtained 
legal custody today of a $5500 
diamond-studded brooch which he 
bought from another G.I, in Ger- 
many and which he said formerly 
was owned by Hermann Goering. 

Police confiscated the brooch 
three months ago when Roberts 
offered it for sale to Louisville 
jewelers, It was appraised by the 
jewelers at $5500 but it was re- 
turned to Roberts by police after 
an investigation of its origin. 

Roberts went to the United 
States Customs Office voluntarily 
and paid $720 customs duty on 
the piece of jewelry. The provost 
marshal’s office in Washington 
and the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation traced the brooch back to 
Germany and found Roberts had 
obtained it legally.

TWO AT ALCGATRAZ GET DEATH 
FOR PART IN PRISON RIOT 


Another Life Term for Third 
Convict Convicted of Kill- 
ing of Guard. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 21 (AP) | 
—Two Alcatraz prison inmates to- | 
day were convicted of first de- 
green murder, carrying the death 
penalty for their part in the 
bloody island prison uprising of 
last May. Those to die are Miran 
E. Thompson, 29 years old, Texas 
kidnaper and killer, and Sam 
Shockley, 36, kidnaper and bank 
robber from Oklahoma. 
A third convict, 
Carnes, 19, Oklahoma 


Clarence 
kidnaper 
99 years, 
will receive another life sentence, 
on the jury’s recommendation. 

All were charged with conspiracy 
in the killing of Guard William 
A. Miller in an attempted break 
at the federal prison. 

Three convicts and two guards 
were killed in the riot. 


Roosevelt did not reveal the 
subject of his interview with 
Stalin—which, incidentally, was 
the first personal interview grant- 
ed by Stalin to any foreign cér- 
respondent in many years, He 
said he would write about it in 
Look magazine when he got home. 

Roosevelt appeared greatly im- 
pressed after his meeting with 
Stalin. His wife, too, was im- 
pressed by the force of the gener- 
alissimo’s personality, she said. 
She explained she was merely “a 
very fortunate wife” with nothing 
to say beyond confirming what 
her husband said about how well 
the generalissimo looked. 

Roosevelt said he asked Stalin 
numerous questions and received 
answers which he plans to write 
when he returns to the United 
Sfates. It was ‘obvious that he 
felt he had a really good story. 

“I’ve had a great experience in 
Russia,” he said, “and I'll certain- 
ly want to come back.” 

Roosevelt’s report on- Stalin’s 
health was in contradiction to re- 
ports that have appeared in the 
foreign press that he was danger- 
ously ill and possibly dead. These 
reports repeated previous unsub- 
stantiated stories that Stalin had 
suffered heart attacks.

Dow Chemical Settlement. 

But evidence that the question 
is no laughing matter is found in 


ithe out-of-court settlement reached 


last month by the Dow Chemical 
Co. when it agreed to pay $4,656,- 


,000 to members of District 50 of 
the AFL United Mine Workers. 


That worked out a little more 
than $800 to each of more than 
5000 members of the union em- 
ployed at a plant of the company 
in Michigan and disposed of claims 
for accrued pay extending back 
six years. 

Even then the company had only 
moral certainty that it had finally 
|disposed of the matter. The law 
recognizes no compromises. It 
says that any employe who is not 
paid overtime for work after 40 
hours a week may sue for twice 
what was owed, so that a Dow 
Chemical employe who thinks the 
$800 payment he got did not fully 
‘compensate him still has a legal 
claim against the company. 

All these claims involve over- 
time, for which the normal com- 
pensation is at the rate of time 
and a half. Adding to that the 
penalty for liquidated damages 
provided by the law, claims can 
be made for three times the regu- 
plus attorneys’ 
fees. 

Virtually all suits so far have 
heen filed by CIO unions which 
were strongest in mass production 
industries where conditions existed 
which make possible these claims.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP)— 
In labor-management relations, 
1946 was packed with industrial 
warfare. 


It brought a turning point in 
public policy toward labor unions. 
The Roosevelt era of official en- 
couragement to unions appeared 
to be over. 

The number of strikers was the 
largest yet. The amount of lost 
working time was nearly three 
times that of any previous year. 

The year included America’s 
biggest strike (steel), its longest 
major auto strike (General Mo- 
tors), worst electrical equipment 
strike, two worst maritime strikes, 
greatest disruption of coal min- 
ing. An angry President broke 
the railroad strike and John L. 
Lewis was fined for contempt of 
court. 

However, millions of workers 
and their employers lived in 
peace. The United States Con- 
ciliation Service says nine out of 
10 negotiations between unions 
and employers were settled with- 
out a work stoppage. 

Production Cut Deeply. 

Nevertheless, production in the 
United States was severely af- 
fected. 

No matter which side was to 
Dlame in each dispute: 

1. Industrial warfare slowed 
the machine at a critical post- 
war time. This deprived the 
people (including workers and 
employers) of things they 
wanted. It also weakened 
American prestige in the world. 

2. It caused a considerable 
change in the attitude of the 
general public, the Congress and 
the Administration. 

Many unions have grown strong 
under the Roosevelt policy, but 
the new Republican-dominated 
Congress is expected to pass legis- 
lation to curb unions. . 

President Truman's labor atti- 
tude differs from Roosevelt's; 
just how much may become clear- 
er when Truman sends his annua! 
message to Congress in January. 

Throughout 1946 Truman's labor 


the pressure of events. Some 
called it “Government by crisis.” 
Many critics said the Administra- 
tion had no labor policy at all. 

At times Truman denounced 
corporations for not accepting 
Government proposals, denounced 
labor leaders for their actions, 
and yielded to the pressures of 
both sides when he had to. 

Possible Truman Policy. 

If you searched for a policy you 
might conclude: The Administra- 
tion was making an effort, marked 
by setbacks, to prevent either 
labor or management from being 
stronger than the Government. 

Some observers thought Tru- 
man's successful showdown with 
Lewis—when Lewis called eff the 
coal strike Dec. 7—wag symbolic 
of the end of an era and the start 
of a new policy. 

Even without this, a year of con- 
flict and a Republican election 
victory had signaled a change. 

Whatever the President was try- 
ing to do in 1946, he got no co- 

operation from Congress. Nor did 
he agree with Congress in what 
it tried to do. 

He supported three labor bills: 

1. One would delay each seri- 
ous strike while a fact-finding 
board studied the dispute and 
recommended a settlement. 

2. Later he proposed an 
emergency bill that would out- 
law any strike—with harsh p@n- 
alties—whenever the Govern- 
ment seized the properties. 

3. The third bill would create 
a Senate-House committee for 
a long-range examination of la- 
bor policy. 

Congress failed to adopt any of 
them. 

Instead it passed the Case Bill, 
containing a variety of restrictions 
on labor unions, The President 
vetoed it. He said it would only 
increase strikes. 

Four Phases of Strife. 

Industrial warfare fell in four 
phases; 

1. Strikes oof CIO factory 
workers in January and Feb- 
ruary. 

2. The AFL coal strike of 
April and May and the railroad 
strike of May 23-25. 

3. CIO and AFL maritime 
-* ‘kes in September and Octo- 

ber. 
The AFL coal crisis of No- 
vember and December. 

The main issue in the disputes 
was higher wages. There were 
two big wage drives. The first 
Was largely complete by summer- 
time. The second is in progress. 

Labor 
drives were necessary to keep the 
financial status of workers from 
going backward. 

Last winter the CIO wanted in- 
creases in hourly rates to restore 
weekly earnings (take-home pay) 
to wartime levels. These earnings 
had been cut when overtime hourg 
were lopped off. 

This winter, unions demand in- 
creases to offset the higher cost 
of living. 

Business leaders argued that the 
wage rises early in 1946 were the 
main factor in pushing prices up. 
Now they say that if wages are 
boosted again, prices must go up 
again, The CIO said last winter, 
and now says again, that profits 
are high enough for corporations 
to Increase wages without increas- 
ing prices,

Mt. Clemens Pottery Decision. 

What started the recent suits 
was the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of 1300 members 
of a CIO union employed at the 
Mt. Clemens Pottery Co. in Mich- 
igan. 

‘They claimed they were entitled 
to compensation for activities such 
as have been described and filed 
suit in United States District 
Court. The court appointed a mas- 
ter to take evidence. The master 
found for the company, but the 
court for the worker. 

While this case was pending, the 

Supreme Court passed on ifs first 
portal-to-portal pay case, conduct- 
ed for the Mine, Mill & Smelter 
Workers by Lee Pressman, gen- 
eral counsel for the CIO, and ruled 
that iron ore workers employed by 
the Tennessee Coal, Iron & Rail- 
road Co, were entitled to com- 
pensation for time spent in reach- 
ing their working places after re- 
porting for duty. ter the court 
upheld the same principle as ap- 
plied to coal miners in a suit 
brought by the United Mine Work- 
ers and known as the Jewel Ridge 
case. 
Meantime the Mount Clemens 
pottery workers, who had won in 
the District Court despite the ad- 
verse findings of the master, had 
lost in the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, which found for 
the company. 


Pressman then got the notion 
that, if portal-to-portal pay was 
due men who worked under- 
ground, as the Supreme Court 
had said it was, it must be due 
also to those who worked above 
ground. He appealed the Mount 
Clemens case to the Supreme 
Court and last June 10 got his 
decision. Associate Justice Frank 
Murphy spoke for the majority. 

“The time necessarily spent by 
the employes in walking to work 
on the employers’ premises, fol- 
lowing. the punching of time 
clocks, was working time,” the 
opinion read. “Such time was 
under the complete control of 
the employer, being dependent 
solely on the physical arrange- 
ments which the employer made 
in the factory. Work of that 
character must be included in 
the statutory work week and 
compensated accordingly, re- 
gardiess of contrary custom or 
contract.” 

Court Ruling on Claim. 

On another phase of the em- 
ploye’s claim, the court said: 

“The employes proved, in ad- 
dition, that they pursued cer- 
tain preliminary activities after 
arriving at their places of work, 
such as putting on aprons and 
overalls, removing shirts, taping 
or greasing arms, putting on 
finger cots, preparing the equip- 
ment for productive work, turn-- 
ing on ‘switches for lights and 
machines, opening windows and 
assembling and sharpening tools, 
These activities are clearly work 
falling within the definition 
enunciated and applied in the 
Tennessee Coal and Jewell Ridge

November Industrial Output Up 
To October Peacetime Record 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 21 (AP) 


dustrial production in November matched October’s peacetime 
record high despite the coal strike. 
The strike started Nov. 21 and lasted 17 days.

try’s vast industrial machines, the board's December production 
report may yet show a downswing. 

The Federal Reserve index on a preliminary basis, with adjust-

“Prices of industrial commodities have generally advanced 
further while a number of important farm products and foods 
have declined from previous peaks,” the board said in summarizing 
business conditions throughout the country up to mid-December. 

It said estimated expenditures for construction in November 
remained close to the peak levels reached in August and Septem- 
ber, but awards of new contracts were down sharply, with non- 
residential construction at the lowest level since war's end and 
home building awards far below the peak rate reached last spring, 
although still well above last year’s level.

Manufacturers Worried. 

One of the things that has man- 
ufacturers worried most about the 
situation is that there is no fed- 
eral statute of limitations on 
wage-hour claims and that in some 
states the suits may seek recovery 
as far back as 1938, when the 
wage-hour law was enacted. In 
the absence of a federal statute 
of limitations the federal courts, 
where these suits have been and 
are to be filed, adopt the applica- 
ble state statute. 

In the last session of Congress 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers supported a bill intro- 
duced by Representative John 
Gwynne (Rep.), Kansas, which 
would have established a one-year 
federal statute of limitations on 
such claims, and, more important- 
ly, from the standpoint of the 
manufacturers, would deny any 
recovery if the employer had in 
good faith complied with any reg- 
ulation of the administrator of the 
wage-hour law or any of his ad- 
ministrative interpretations of it. 
Curiously, when the wage-hour 
bill was before Congress, its advo- 
cates wanted the administrator 
given authority to make binding 
interpretations.. and regulations, 
but “members: of. Congress would 
have none of it. They restricted 
the administrator’s functions in 
this respect to very narrow and 
well defined areas, , 
Had the provision which pro- 
ponents of the bill wanted been 
placed in it, employers now facing 
suits for large sums of money 
would be much better off. 


Broadening of Act.

In one notable case, decided in 
June 1944, the Supreme Court did 
overrule the administrator, with 
the result that many canners and 
other processors of food do not 
know to this day whether they 
come within the terms of the act. 


Processors of Food. 


The law provides that first 
processors of foods in the area of 
production are exempt from terms 
of the act. Congress lett it to 
the administrator to decide what 
constituted the area of produc- 
tion. He attempted to define it 
in terms of the number of em- 
ployes and said that, where there 
were no more than seven, the 
processor was exempt. The court 
held that an act could not be de- 
fined in-terms of numbers of em- 
ployes. Expected next week is a 
new definition from the admin- 
istrator’s office and then many 
food processors will learn for the 
first time where they stand in re- 
lation to the law. Some may be. 
liable for overtime suits going 
back to 1938, if- they had proceed- 
ed on the assumption they were 
exempt ‘rom the law and find 
that they are within its terms. 


Another field which has been a 
fertile source is that the adminis- 
trator was charged with respon- 
sibility for defining supervisory 
end professional employes exempt 
from the act, but many suits have 
been filed by workers classified as 
exempt but now claiming to be 
entitled to overtime payment. 

Smethurst, the N.A.M. counsel, 
testifying before a House commit- 
tee last year in behalf of the 
Gwynne bill, said more than 5000 
suits had been filed against cost- 
plus contractors for the War De- 
partment and that there was con- 
tingent liability there of possibly 
two billion dollars. 


Contingent Liability. 


Provision was made in the set-. 
tlement of many of these contracts * 


to protect the contractor against 
that contingent liability. That 
means that where the worker’s 
claim is sustained in the courts 
the War Department will pay the 
bill, 

An effort will be made in the 
next Congress not only to enact 
the federal statute of limitations 
on such claims, but to make it re- 
troactive, applying even to suits 
which have been filed. That is 
certain to be hotly disputed and, 
if enacted, will be tested in the 
courts on the grounds that it would 
unconstitutionally deprive workers 
with claims of property without 
due process of law. 


MOST CONTRAUTS 
UF AFL SINGE WAR 
AMICABLE HERE 


Survey Shows 10,000 
Were Negotiated and 
95 Pct. Completed 
Without Strikes. 


AFL unions in the St. Louis 
area negotiated more than ‘10,000 
contracts with employers in the 12- 
month period following V-J Day 
and completed more than 95 per 
cent of them without strikes, it 
is shown by a survey recently 
made by John I, Rollings, execu- 
tive secretary of the AFL Central 
Trades and Labor Union. 


In most cases, they received 
wage increases of 10 cents an 
hour or more, Rollings said, and 
in some the gain was as high as 
23 cents. A few got as little as 
9 cents, he added. 

Rollings said the survey was 
inspired by the proposal for de- 
velopment in St. Louis of a Toledo- 
type labor-management-public in- 
dustrial peace plan. Its purpose, 
he explained, was to show that 
industrial relations here are car- 
ried on at a peaceful level and 
do not require a new valuntary 
agency to improve them. 

222 Locals Answered, 


Of a total of 318 locals affill- 
ated either with the Central 
Trades or the International Asso- 
Ciation of Machinists, which is 
now independent of the AFL, 222 
returned Rollings’ questionnaires. 
Some 56 of the  non-replying 
unions represent employes in the 
railroad industry whose scope for 
striking is limited by the National 
Railway Mediation Act. Another 
34 of the unions which did not 
reply were federal labor locals or 
small unions lacking paid officers. 
The survey, conducted by Rol. 
Tings and members of the Central 
Trades administrative staff, lasted 
from Oct. 30 to Dec, 11, It cov 
ered the period from Aug. 18, 1945 
(V-J Day) to Aug. 18, 1946. In 
that period, three major CIO 
unions— United Steel Workers, 
United Auto Workers and United 
Electrical, Radio & Machine Work 
ers—has engaged in protracted 
and costly strikes.

NATHAN PREDICTS PAY RISE 
IN SPRING WITHOUT STRIKES 


Says Also That Industry Will. Not Boost 
Prices—Thinks Both Sides Want to 
Maintain Production. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP)— 
Robert Nathan, economist, pre- 
dicted today that industry will 
grant a new round of pay boosts 
next spring without increasing 
prices and that strikes will be 
avoided. 

The 38-year-old former govern- 
ment war production planner con- 
ceded in an interview that many 
will disagree with him—as many 
have disputed his contention that 
industry can afford to give work- 
ers a 25 per cent wage increase. 


“This may be wishful thinking, 
but I feel sincerely that we will 
see peaceful settlements, with 
workers getting an increase,” Na- 
than said, “I know that many 
people will differ with this opinion. 

“On the whole I think industry 
realizes there is a need for rais- 
ing wages and that it has the 
capacity to give something. On 
the other hand labor won't be in- 
clined to disregard any reasonable 
offer. 

“Environment Looks Good.” 

“The whole environment of the 
situation looks good to me. And I 
think the present discussion we 
are having about wages and prof- 
its is healthy and will contribute 
toward reaching a solution with- 
out strikes.” 

Nathan @aid he believed both 
labor and industry want to main- 
tain production without interrup- 
tion, 

The economist, whom the CIO 
employed to draw up its arguing 
basis for wage increases, forecast 
they would be achieved without 
any appreciable rise in prices. 

“T say that for two reasons, 
Nathan explained. “One is that 
business already is afraid of con- 
sumer resistance to high prices. 
It’s very hesitant to raise prices 
any further. That's reflected in 
the dip in the stock market, 

“The other reason is that real 
competition is developing in busi- 
ness again, and it is rapidly be- 
coming clear that business simply 
won't be able this time to pass on 
any further cost increases ,in the 
form of higher prices.” 

Nathan said many dissenters to 
his economic analysis made for 


the CIO have failed to recognize 
that his findings that profits justi- 
fy a wage increase are conclusions 
drawn on an “over-all basis,” and 
do not necessarily, apply to each 
individual industry. He disclosed 
he is making a separate analysis 
of the steel industry for the CIO 
United Steel Workers’ Union 
which making new wage de- 
mands. 


“From that over-all basis,” he 
observed, “the present relation of 
profits ‘to wages is unsound. 
Either prices must come down or 
wages go up, otherwise we will 
have a break next year. I think 
the odds against prices coming 
down are about one in 20, but the 
odds for a wage increase are bet- 
ter than 50-50.” 


Decline in Food Prices. 
A number of food price declines 
were reported today by the gov- 
ernment’s Bureau of Labor statis- 


.tics. It said food prices fell from 
15 to 3.5 per cent in 11 of 12 large 
cities between Nov. 26 and Dec.

After he finishes his preliminary 
study, the records will be turned 
over to a firm of certified public 
accountants. They will report to 
the grand jury on their findings 
after the Christmas recess. 

Among the 300 men who worked 
at various times on the construc- 
tion job at West Pine boulevard 
and Spring avenue, the Post- 
Dispatch learned last night, was 
Charles Hintz, 18-year-old son of 
Robert S. Hintz, president and 
treasurer of the construction firm. 


Young Hintz received $1100 for 
seven weeks’ work, an average of 
$157 a week. In his first week as 
a laborer on the job, the week of 
Aug. 16, he received $80. For the 
following weeks, he received $186, 
$159, $145, $183, $160 and $184. 


He makes his home with his par- 
ents at 2238 Lucas and Hunt road. 


Besides the Hintzes, there were 
many other father-and-son combi- 
nations and groups of persons 
with the same surname on the job. 
For example, there were six per- 
sons named Balsano, who worked 
as laborers and foremen. There 
were five carpenters and foremen 
named Cross. 

And there were two Colemans, 
two Coopers, two Deatherages, two 
Dorenkamps, two Emmas, two 
named Francis, two Friends, two 
Gabriels, two Goebles, two Gon- 
dros, two Halls, two Hoffmans, 
two Hugs, two Jameses, two Kel- 
lys, three Lawrences, three La- 
zears, two Links, two Millers, two 
Moseys, three Murphys, two Nel- 
sons, three Petrusos, two Powells, 
two Regans, two Reillys, two 
Rosses, two Roussins, two Smiths 
and two Umfleets. , 

Looking over the complete list 
of names, police picked out 20 to 
30 who were ex-convicts or hood- 
lums. ; 

Those who could be found said 
they had worked on the job. They 
were able to pick out names of 
acquaintances and relatives on the 
list, but because of the rapid turn- 
over no one could vouch for any 
large number of names. 

After doing business for more 
than four months under the name 
American Construction Co., Hintz 
and James H. Calvert, vice presi- 
dent, went to Jefferson City 
Thursday and registered the firm 
under the fictitious name law. 

This belated registration would 
not void a charge of having oper- 
ated the business before the firm 
was incorporated or registered un- 
der the fictitious name law, Ran- 
da’ll Smart, attorney in the corpo- 
ration department of the Secre- 
tary of State's office, said. 

Warrants charging Hintz, Cal- 
vert and their Egan gangster part- 
ners, Steve Ryan and David M. 
(Chippy) Robinson, with failure 
to register under the law were to 
have been issued last week, but 
issuance of the misdemeanor war- 
rants was postponed, pending ac- 
tion by the grand jury. 

A new element in the high cost 
of construction of the classroom 
building, set at $300,000 by the 
Very. Rev. Patrick J. Holloran, 
S.J.. president of the university, 
came to light yesterday. 

Twenty-one men were employed 
as laborers at $1.20 an hour to 
take care of 40 salamanders in the 
building, James W. Erbschloe, a 
foreman the last six weeks the 
American Construction Co. was on 
the job, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. 

A salamander Is a large drum 
in which coke is kept burning to 
keep the temperature above freez- 
ing in the building while concrete 
sets.

There were 20 salamanders On 
the second floor, 10 on the first 
floor and 10 in the basement, 
Erbschloe said. A foreman was 
in charge of the salamander tend- 
ers. On many jobs, where only 
one shift is used, night watchmen 
take care of all salamanders. 

Only a few days ago, police 
found the offices of the American 
Construction Co. in a well-fur- 
nished suite in the Saum Studio 
Building, 3529 Franklin avenue. 
The firm's name was not listed on 
the building directory. Employes 
directed persons looking for heads 
of the firm to a shack in the rear 
of the university building, A lot 
in the 3600 block of South Broad- 
way, where Hintz and Calvert used 
to store equipment for their house- 
wrecking business, wan abandoned 

The large payrolls for the con- 
struction job were made up in a 
mid-town hotel room near the uni- 
versity, rather than in the com- 
pany’s office a few blocks away. 

Hintz, Calvert, Ryan and Robin- 
son drew up the payroll each 
week in the hotel room. Then 
Hintz and Calvert would submit 
the payroll to the university as 
the labor cost for the week. They 
would receive a check in payment. 

Then they would return to the 
hotel, pick up Ryan and Robinson 
and go to the Federal Reserve 
Bank, where they cashed the 
check. Returning to the hotel, 
they placed the money in envelopes 
bearing numbers assigned to work- 

ers and the amounts due each 
mon. Then they would go to the 
building site, call out the numbers 
and pay the men who clainged the 
envelopes.

Gayest Holiday Season in Years; 
Record for Christmas Shopping 


Heavy Passenger and Mail Traffic—Warning 
against Accidents—Special 
Church Services. 


St. Louisans are preparing for 
what promises to be the biggest 
and gayest Christmas season in 
years—topping in many respects 
the tremendous holiday celebra- 
tions carried on last year when 
thousands of war veterans were 
welcomed home. 

A Chamber of Commerce spokes- 
man said dollar volume of sales 
in the city appeared likely to 
break all previous records. Offi- 
cials at downtown department 
stores reported that “sales this 
year, without question, will be 
the greatest yet.” 

Prospects that Santa Claus 
might have difficulty with his 
heavy burden weie scoffed at by 
Meteorologist Harry F. Wahlgren 
of the St. Louis Weather Bureau 
office. The weatherman pointed 
out that as far as weather was 
concerned, Santa would have no 
trouble, judging from past ex- 
perience. 

Christmas Weather in Past. 


Santa Claus arrived in St. 
Louis in 1903 despite sleet; he 
was here in dense fog in 1937 
and 1942; slipped around the city 
on a coat of ice in 1924 and de- 
livered his cargo in a _ thunder- 
storm in 1934, Wahigren said. In 
the last 58 years, Santa found 
snow on the ground 24 times 
when he’ made his annual visit. 
Today is the first day of winter, 
Wahlgren reported, astronomical 
winter beginning officially at 4:45 
o’clock this morning. It is also 
the shortest day of the year by a 
few seconds, although sunrise and 
sunset in minutes are at the same 
time today as yesterday, when the 
sun rose at 7:15 a.m. and set at 
4:43 p.m. 
Although large crowds were 
surging through the midway and 
waiting rooms at Union Station 
last night, the station was not 
nearly so jammed as it was last 
year, when the largest crowd in 
the station’s 52-year history filled 
every space in the two-block-long 
midway, the station master’s office 
reported. Bus lines also reported 
large crowds on the move. 

Fire Chief’s Warning. 
A note of warning was sounded 
by Fire Chief Frank Egenriether, 
who said Christmas trees, their 
decorations and gift wrappings 
are fire hazards which should be 
watched carefully. “Christmas 
trees become serious fire hazards 
when they begin to dry out,” he 
said, “and at the end of a week 
indoors they are highly inflam- 
able.” 
It is best to bring in a fresh 
tree as short a time before 
Christmas as possible, he said. 
The tree can be kept fresh if the 
base is cut off at least one inch 
above the original cut and the 
tree then set up in a pan of 
water, adding more water at in- 
tervals to keep the water level 
above the fresh cut, Egenriether 
pointed out. 
The postoffice, as usual, was 
swamped.

Negotiations between officers of 
the St. Louis Public Service Co. 
and the union representing about 
3600 employes, including bus and 
street car operators, were ad- 
journed yesterday after failing to 


break an impasse over wages and 
working conditions. 

William F. White, regional di- 

rector for the United States Con- 
ciliation Service, said negotiations 
had not been broken off. No defi- 
nite time has been set for another 
meeting. However, White said. an- 
other meeting might be called 
“possibly” today. 
On Nov. 25, the day negotiations 
began, the union filed a strike 
notice with the Department of 
Labor, it was disclosed Friday. 
The union’s present contract, 
which contains compulsory arbi- 
tration and no-strike provisions, 
expires at midnight Dec. 31. 

It was learned that in talks 
preliminary to the signing of a 
new contract between the company 
and the AFL Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Street Electric Rail- 
way and Motor Coach Employes, 
Division 788, negotiators had hit 
a snag on a difference of about 
5 cents an hour. 

Original demands of the union 
included request for a wage scale 
for operators of $1.40 an hour. 
This was later revised downward, 
it was learned, to $1.25. The com- 
pany has offered the union $1.20. 
The present scale is $1.05 an hour 
plus a 3-cent hourly incentive 
bonus, 

Negotiations were adjourned at 
about 5:30 p.m. yesterday. Repre- 
sentatives of the union and of the 
company declined to comment. 

Robert Armstrong of Detroit, in- 
ternational vice president of the 
union, attended yesterday’s ses- 
sion, along with a six-man union 
committee headed by A, E. East, 
president of the local.

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DOUGHERTY GIVES 
DRIVER LICENSE 10 
POLICE TO CHECK 


Corresponds With 
State’s. Records — Sher- 
iff Says He Has Been 
‘Out of Town.’ 


Sheriff John F, Dougherty, who 
fled from the scene of an auto- 
mobile accident in which two per- 
sons were injured early last Sun- 
day, surrendered his driver’s li- 
cense to Police Lt. Nick Bosch 
of the Deer Street Station at a 
pre-arranged  street-corner  con- 
ference last night. 

The number of the license, 765,- 
300, was found to correspond with 
state records. Capt. Charles N. 
Rowland of the Deer Street Sta- 
tion had written on police records 
another number for Dougherty’s 
driver’s license. 

That number, 265,315, had been 
issued to Percy Green, an em- 
ploye of the Standard Oil Co. 
Sheriff Dougherty said the writ- 
ing of this number on police rec- 
ords, after he had telephoned the 
number to Capt. Rowland, was 
due to an error—either his or 
Capt. Rowland’s. 

Sheriff Dougherty telephoned 
the Deer Street Station at about 
6:15 p.m. yesterday, He told Lt. 
Bosch that he had been “out of 
town,” but did not say where he 
had been. On his return, shortly 
before telephoning to the police, 
Dougherty said his wife told him 
the police had issued an order for 
his arrest. 

Lt. Bosch replied that such was 
not the case, but that police want- 
ed to examine his driver’s license, 
to determine if it was valid. Lt. 
Bosch suggested that Dougherty 
come to the station. 

Hands Over License. 

Sheriff Dougherty, however, 
said he preferred to meet Lt. 
Bosch at Kingshighway and Nat- 
ural Bridge avenue, but he did not 
explain his preference. There, at 
about 6:45 p.m., he handed over 
his driver’s license. He asked 
Bosch to mail it to him “at the 
Sheriff's office.” 

The license had been issued 
Nov. 14, 1944. It was marked valid 
until June 30, 1947, 

Before Sheriff Dougherty called 
police a two-day search by police- 
men had failed to find him. Both 
at his office and at his home, at 
8823 Halls Ferry road, police were 
told simply that Sheriff Dougherty 
was “not here.” 

The number of Dougherty’s 
driver’s license was not obtained 
when he visited the Deer Street 
District last Sunday morning with 
his attorney, nine hours after the 
accident. Capt. Rowland is re- 
ported to have informed the po- 
lice board, at its inquiry last week 
into the police handling of the 
case, that he received the num- 
ber from Dougherty by telephone 
Tuesday morning, a short time be- 
fore the report was typed and for- 
warded to police headquarters.

Control Committee. 


The committee of 20 engineers 
was formed last August to devise 
means of preventing a repetition 
of the disastrous floods of that 
month which submerged Washing- 
ton Park, flooded parts of East 
St. Louis, and caused heavy dam- 
age in Belleville and most of the 
Tri-City area in Madison county. 


The American Bottoms, com- 
prising about 180 square miles and 
extending from Edwardsville in 
Madison county to Cahokia in St. 
Clair county, receives the drain- 
age from a 500-square-mile-area. 
An integral part of the first and 
second plans is an intercepting 
hillside channel along the foot of 
the bluffs that would divert hill- 
side runoff into Prairie Du Pont 
creek near Cahokia and then into 
the Mississippi river. 

The channel would utilize the 
present canal right-of-way, owned 
by the East Side Levee and Sani- 
tary District, from State street to 
Prairie Du Pont creek. Plans 1 
and 2 also include enlargement 
of present drainage structures in 
the American Bottoms, and all 
four plans includes’ construc- 
tion of city relief sewer sys- 
tems in East St. Louis and the 
Tri-Cities. Plan 2 differs from 1 
only in the shorter length of the 
hillside diversion channel and 
would therefore cost about $18,- 
800,000. 

Plan 3 calls for construction of 
internal drainage structures and 


flood detention reservoirs in the 
Bottoms of sufficient size to ac- 
commodate maximum hillside run- 
off and is the cheapest proposed 
—- $17,000,000. The fourth plan 
would combine a short diversion 
channel from Schoenberger creek 
near Caseyville to Prairie Du 
Pont creek with the features of 
plan 3 and would cost about $17,- 
300,000. 

The committee favored the first 
plan in spite of the higher cost 
because the problem of silting up 
of present flood detention reser- 
voirs, such as Horseshoe Lake and 
Grande Marais State Park lakes, 
presents a much higher mainte- 
nance expense than the open, 
gravity-flow diversion channel 
would entail. 

Among its recommendations, 
the committee called for the crea- 
tion of an overall agency capable 
of financing and building the 
flood water project for the entire 
American Bottoms area. The com- 
mittee suggested financial aid 
might come from the State of Iili- 
nois, none of whose $100,000,000 
postwar improvement fund has 
been allocated to the St. Clajr and 
Madison counties. the strategic 
position of the East Side indus- 
trial area in the nation’s econ- 
omy also suggested federal aid 
might be forthcoming. 

Mayor John T. Connors said he 
would call a meeting of every 
one concerned next month and 
expressed hope an organization 
would be formed to bring pressure 
to bear on state and federal gov- 
ernments for aid. 

“In the past we have simply 
taken floods for granted,” he said, 
“Now we are going to fight for 
the preservation of our homes and 
industries.”

Relief Shipments. 


The United States Army imme 
diately began sending out relief 
shipments of food and clothing, 
but railroad, telephone and tele- 
graph lines were broken, and 
Army headquarters said many 
communities could be reached only 
by sea.

Japanese documents found in a 
cave 40 miles north of Tokyo em- 
phasized that the enemy seriously 
underestimated the economic po- 
tential of the United States and 
its will to fight.

Highlights of Battles. 

Highlights of the more impor- 
tant battles and campaigns fol- 
low: * 

Pearl Harbor—Planning started 
in January 1941. Dec. 9 (Hawaiian 
time) was picked for the attack, 
but this was later moved up to 
Dec. 7 because of “possible ad- 
vantages ... from a Sunday at- 
tack.” If discovered before Dec. 
5, the Japanese battle force of 
six carriers, 360 planes, two battle- 
ships and other surface craft, had 
orders to turn back. 

No follow-up of the raid was 
made since its only pu was 
to destroy the capital ship strength 
of the United States, and the Jap- 
anese accurately estimated the 
damage done. 

Midway—The success of the Jap- 
anese expansion, plus the Ameri- 
can raid on Tokyo, were both 
reasons for seizing additional de- 
fense bases such as Midway, the 
Japanese said. . 

Later they considefed this fur- 
ther grab a “fundamental! error.” 
American naval officers said Mid- 
way was “perhaps the decisive 
battle of the war.” 

American forces sank four Jap- 
anese carriers and ‘one heavy 
cruiser at a cost of one United 
States carrier and a destroyer. 

An American mistake, and a 
bloody air lesson, was the sending 
out of unprotected torpedo squad- 
rons. 

“Unfortunately, both the Army 
and Navy torpedo attacks against 
the enemy were made in vain,” 
the analysis says. “Approaching 
without fighter protection, the 
torpedo groups were attacked and 
cut to pieces principally by the 
defending Japanese fighters be- 
fore they were able to press home 
their attack.” 

Aleutians—The Japanese land- 
ings were made right after the 
Midway defeat, but United States 
search planes did not learn Kiska 
and Attu were being occupied un- 
til four days after the start of the 
landings.

If Viet Nam does not get satis- 
faction from a first-hand govern- 
ment investigation of the situa- 
tion, he declared, an appeal will 
be taken to the United Nations 
and meanwhile the Viet Namese 
will fight.

FAVORED IN 
ALL - AMERICA 

TITLE GAME 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 21 (AP)— 
Cleveland's Browns of the All- 
America Football Conference, who 
have had nothing but bad luck all 


week, received their first ,ood 
break today when an estimated 
three inches of snow fell on the 
Municipal Stadium gridiron where 
they will play the New York 
Yankees tomorrow for the loop 
title. 

The Browns, whose hospital! list 
shows four ailing members and 
whose captain was fired from the 
squad, rely on quick opening T- 
formation plays, a style of attack 
that is not expected to be handi- 
capped as severely as the Yankees’ 
single wing mode of moving, by 
the adverse weather. 

The Weather Bureau said more 
snow is expected but that much of 
the white blanket would be melted 
by a bright sun before tomorrow's 
kickoff at 12:30 p.m. (St. Louis 
time). The field has been covered 
by a tarpaulin all week. 

Those playing conditions kept 
the Browns, who twice whipped 
the Yankees during the season, 
as the 13-point favorites to annex 
the first championship of the 
young All-America circuit. 

These odds have remained vir. 
tually unchanged since mid-week 
when it became known that all 
three of the Browns’ regular right 
halfbacks—-Al Akins, Don Green- 
wood and Ray Terrell—are hobbled 
by injuries. Akins won't see any 
action, Coach Paul Brown said, 
and Greenwood wil! start despite 
an ankle sprain. Terrell has a 
bruised hip and may be that 
Bill Laind, a left halfback, will 
shift over to aid the two cripples. 

There still is some doubt con- 
cerning Lou Groza, the tackle 
whose kicking has made him the 
league's leading scorer. He also 
is bothered by an ankle injury. 

He may play in the line tomor- 
row but is unlikely to do much 
kicking.

continue to look down their 
noses for a time at the athletic 
setup out on the Hilltop, but 
the important thing now is that 
there will be an athletic pro- 
gram. And in these days of 
S—- on college and pro- 
essional football, scouting and 
bidding for top-rank high school 
athletes, there is a growing 
group that will approve Wash- 
ington’s decision to be strictly 
amateur, 

Professional sports, rather 
messy here and there, are help- 
ing to swing the pendulum Dr. 
Compton’s way. In fact, to 
many, the very word “sport” is 
a misnomer. The department 
dictionary defines sport as “that 
which diverts and makes mirth; 
pastime, diversion,” and “a di- 
version of the field, as hunting, 
fishing, racing, games, especial- . 
ly athletic games.” 

Our unimportant interpreta- 
tion is that a sport originally 
was to divert the participant. 
That has changed now. The 
primary purpose has become not 
to divert, but to extract the dol- 
lar from the spectator. And 
you'll have to admit that the 
crux of the Dr. Compton pro- 
gram is to give sport, athletics, 
back to the student body as a 
diversion. He wants to see mem- 
bers of the student body playing 
for fun. That is wholesome, cer- 
tainly, and the fact that for a 
time Washington may have to 
take lickings from small institu- 
tions and sneers from some of 
us, probably is beside the point.

Heavy Shooting in Canada Under Liberal Regula- 
tions Big Factor in Decrease in Birds 
Seen in U.S. Flyway.

CHICAGO, Dec, 21—Ducks on 


the Illinois-Mississippi river flyway 


will not increase until they have the same protection north and south 


That is the consensus of Amieri- 
can sportsmen who have watched 
the migrations drop from millions 
to thousands. 


This year marks one of the 
smallest flights out of Canada and 
through the central states that 
has been observed in memory. 


One of the reasons for the smal] 
crop, according to W. E. Crouch, 
game management chief of the 
United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service, is that the ducks are 
hammered unmercifully in Canada 
before reaching the United States 
flyway. 

They Shoot and Shoot and Shoot. 

Province regulations permit a 
kill of from 80 to 100 ducks by 
hunters in Canada and up to 20 
geese. 

And, according to travel bu- 
reaus, thousands eof American 
sportsmen are availing them- 
selves of these shooting opportu- 
nities in Canada before the ducks 
start their migration. 

The kill there, according to re- 
ports, is enormous. In addition 
to what Indians and Canadians 
take for food, thousands are killed 
by Americans. 

That the Americans can only 
import 14 ducks or four geese 
following their hunts does not 
keep down the kill, reports say. 

For instance: The Mississippi 
flyway-.is closed to goose hunting. 
Geese on this flyway nest around 
James Bay, the southwestern cor- 
ner of Hudson Bay. 

Indians Feed on Geese. 

Indians attack the geese flocks 
there for food. And during the 
last few years many Midwest 
sportsmen have availed themselves 
of the same opportunity by either ) 
flying or packing into the goose }) 
nesting grounds on the James bay 
mud flats. 

There, on a Canadian license, 
they may kill up to 20 geese, 
despite the fact that killing Mis- 
sissippi flyway geese is prohibited 
south of the Canadian border. 

After the kill only four geese 

may be imported into the United 
States. The remainder of the kill 
either must be given away or 
wasted. 

“It is up to Canada to regulate 
this type of hunting,”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21. 
LMOST overnight Clark McAdams Clif- 
A ford, the tall, well-dressed Adonis from 
St. Louls, has been skyrocketed from an 
inconspicuous role as White House special 
counsel to a national figure momentarily 
dazzled by the full flare of publicity. 

The fairy godmother of this storybook 
transfiguration sports bushy gray eyebrows 
and wields a wicked cane instead of a magic 
wand. It was John L. Lewis who unwit- 
tingly cast Clifford into the limelight when 
he tore up the United Mineworkers’ con- 
tract with the Government, for it was Clif- 
ford who helped make Lewis paste the pieces 
together again. : 
The crucial episode was regarded as a 
turning point in the fortunes of the Ad- 
ministration, which had hit rock bottom in 
the wake of the November election returns. 
President Truman deserved the major share 
of the credit for the decision against yielding 
to Lewis but in the sustaining parts played 
by Interior Secretary Julius A. (Cap) Krug, 
Attorney General Tom C. Clark and Clifford, 
it was the latter who emerged as the newest 

power In the White House palace guard. 


Present Position 
Makes Him a Target. 


Clifford tries to softpedal his new promi- 
nence, but his upraised hand cannot stop the 
sudden flow of feature stories and com- 
mentary in the press. Perhaps he knows 
that it i* much safer in the shadowed 
wings than on the lighted stage. His po- 
ition next to the throne marks him as 
a target for others jockeying for the Presi- 
dent's favor. Already left-wing publications 
have pictured him as a Johnny-come-lately, 
a plotting Richelieu and as a sinister reac- 
tionary. Cautious by nature, he refuses to 
defend himself publicly against these at- 
tacks. In fact, he won't permit reporters 
‘to quote him at ali, as a rule. 

Although Clifford nominally is only a 
legal technician to the President, with far 
more personalized legal duties than Attorney 
General Tom C. Clark, the administration’s 
“official” lawyer, he is in fact a combination 
Attorney-Adviser. In constant touch with 
the President, Clifford's advice is sought 
just as the chief sounds out the views of his 
other advisers before projecting an important 
new policy or action. If a speech or state- 
ment is to be written, Truman outlines the 
basic thoughts, and Clifford does the rest. 
Clifford's extra-legal orbit, in an informal 
way also includes giving his slant on the 
inevitable political questions of the day and 
of the future. 

It is difficult to say definitely, in the 
present White House set-up which one of 
Truman’s advisers carries most weight. Sec- 
retary of the Treasury John W. Snyder, an 
old crony, is still an influential favorite. 
Postmaster General Robert E. Hannegan, be- 
cause of political strategy differences, has 
lost some standing. Former Reconversion 
Director John R. Steelman, although a wrong 
guesser in the Lewis battle, has just been 
promoted to assistant to the President. Thus 
to say that Clifford is now “top man’”’ next 
to Truman might well be debatable: but 
eertainly he is on the highest level of aid 
and influence. | 

In his new role he will have to take the 
rap for things he did not do, just as he may 
be tossed orchids for successful stratagems 
conceived by others. He was blamed by

tive bargaining and to the setting of prices 
in the open market. In keeping with this 
conviction, he had a hand in the White 
House decision to drop meat controls a few 
days before last month’s election. 

Clifford, in socio-economic philosophy and 
practice, stands well to the left of the Secre- 
tary of Treasury Snyder and definitely to 
the right of Postmaster General Hannegan, 
two fellow-St. Louisans who preceded him 
in ascendancy on the national scene. This 
would seem to place him, if he must be 
placed, in a flexible position between the 
right side and the left side of the middle 
aisle. And there, some observers believe, 
he can walk conscientiously directly behind 
his chief. 

Personally he considers himself much 
more of a lawyer than a political strate- 
gist. His job, as he sees it, is not to make 
policy but to implement it. 

His friends point out that he has never 
been in politics, and say that if he is of any 
value to the President it is because the 
Chief might get objective reasoning from 
him, free of coloration by personal com- 
mitments or obligations to individuals or 
groups. 

Nevertheless it is an open secret around 
the capital that this sociable and approach- 
able new aide now does most of Truman's 
ghost-writing, and his impact upon White 
House views and policy is bound to be felt. 
Clifford's first real test came last May dur- 
ing the brief nationwide railroad employes’ 
strike, 


President’s Speech 
Written in Few Hours. 


It was a late Friday afternoon that May 
when the President summoned Clifford, then 
his Naval ajde, and told him he had decided 
to take to the air that night, and wanted a 
carefully-worded but pungent speech. He 
outlined the basic thoughts. With only a 
few hours in which to work, Clifford got 
busy in his office, writing in longhand on an 
oversized tablet. It was an effective speech 
turned out on short notice and the Presi- 
dent began to rely on him more and more. 

Clifford is six feet two, weighs 185 pounds, 
has wavy dark blond hair and clear blue 
eyes, and is impatiently awaiting Christmas 
day so that he can be 40 years old, in view 
of all the hubbub about his being so young 
for the position he holds. He is a careful, 
conservative dresser, achieving something 
close to sartorial perfection, and favors 
double-breasted suits, modestly striped ties, 
white shirts and well-polished shoes. 

He occupies Judge Samuel Rosenman’s 
former office, an expansive, paneled affair a 
few steps from the President’s executive of- 
fice. The green-tinted walls are lined with 
pastel water colors of naval engagements, an 
autographed picture of Truman, and a 
framed Navy commission. His desk is neat, 
as is the whole office. He manages to give 
the place an atmosphere of efficient serenity

Government service is a new twist in the 
Clifford lineage. Clark’s grandfather was a 
wholesale grocer in Alton, Illinois; his fa- 
ther, the late Frank A. Clifford, was a trav- 
eling auditor for the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road who worked up to assistant to the 
vice president. Clark’s mother, Mrs. Geor- 
gia McAdams Clifford of St. Louis, has a 
national reputation as an expert reader and 
story-teller, and at one time was president 
of the American Association of Story- 
Tellers, Her brother was the late Clark 
McAdams, editor of the editorial page of 
the Post-Dispatch, for whom Clifford was 
named. 

Clark was born at Fort Scott, Kan. When 
he was 4 the family moved to Sf. Louis, 
where they lived on Laurel avenue. Clark 
went to Dozier School and later Soldan 
High, where he made good grades, played 
on the tennis team and earned pin money 
after school driving a horse-drawn delivery 
wagon. Summers the family went to its 
cottage at Chautauqua, III. : 


At Washington University he took an ac- 
tive part in student affairs, sang in the 
glee club, acted in plays as a member of 
Thyrsus, the university dramatic club, and 
“made” the varsity tennis team far three 
years. Each summer he worked as a coun- 
selor in Wisconsin camps, helping to pay his 
way through college, His closest friend at 
the university and after graduation was 
Carleton Hadley, who at the time of his death 
Was general counsel of the Wabash Reail- 
road. Clifford was graduated from law 
school in June, 1928, when he was only 21, 
having skipped several grades in secondary 
school, — 

After graduation Clifford asked Jacob M. 
Lashly, prominent St. Louis attorney, for a 
job. Lashly replied that his office already 
was cluttered up with aspiring young 
lawyers, 

‘“‘May I just sit in your library and watch 
what goes on?” Clifford asked. lLashly 
consented. 

A few weeks later he handed Clifford a 
case file for an opinion. When he got it 
Lashly was impressed, and gave him more 
work to do, Thereafter Clifford rose rapidly 
and became a partner in the firm of Lashly, 
Lashly, Miller & Clifford in 1938, when he 
was 31. At one time Republican Senator 
Forrest C. Donnell was q@ member of the 
firm. ” 


Develops Reputation As 
Outstanding Trial Lawyer. 


At law school he had started to accumu- 
late a “‘trial library,’ numbering over 100 
volumes on trial law and procedure, With 
the Lashly firm he soon developed a reputa- 
tion as an outstanding trial lawyer, and he 
also became proficient in corporation law. 
His ability, good looks and affability helped 
make him popular with many St. Louisans, 
but a few were annoyed by his attention to 
sartorial detail. 

The story is told that a former law pro- 
fessor of his met him on the street one day 
and commented that his well-tailored ap- 
pearance must give juries an unfavorable 
impression. He suggested more informality 
of attire. 

“No, I’m too much known as a careful 
dresser,’”’ Clifford is said to have replied. 
“Tf I dressed differently in court, the jury

would think I was trying to put something 
over on it.” 

In St. Louis he gave occasional lectures 
to law students on trial technique, with 
special emphasis on the psychology of juries. 
He continued to play tennis, used his good 
baritone voice in church choirs and played 
an indifferent hand of bridge. Both he and 
his wife, the former Margery Pepperell Kim- 
ball of Woburn, Mass., are considered excel- 
lent hosts. Friends say they have the knack 
of selecting party guests—usually for buffet 
suppers—who fit together well, 

The Cliffords first met on a river steamer 
on the Rhine near Cologne in Germany in the 
summer of 1929. Clifford and Louis Mc- 
Keown, a law associate at the time, were 
traveling through Europe on vacation and 
the future Mrs. Clifford was on a Wellesley 
College tour. Clark changed his itinerary 
so he could meet Miss Kimball at various 
points on the continent, seeing her that 
summer in Switzerland, Florence, Nice and 
Paris. They were married at Winchester, 
Mass., in 1931, and have three attractive 
daughters. ‘ 


Clifford Not Old 
Crony of President. 


In St. Louis they first lived on Cabanne 
Fae and now own a home on Westmin- 
ster, which they have leased*out until their 
return. In the capital they have rented a 
modest home in Chevy Chase, Md., which 
Clifford leaves punctually at 8:15 each 
workday morning, arriving at the White 
House 20 minutes later. At 9 a.m. promptly 
there is a staff conference with Truman, 
and during the afternoons Clifford is in and 
out of the Executive Office repeatedly. He 
addresses the President, as do all the 
White House assistants, no matter how long 
they have known him, as ‘Mr. President,’’ 
never as ‘‘Harry.”’ 

Clifford, for that matter, is not one of 
the President’s old cronies. He had met 
Truman only twice before he came to the 
White House—the first time at a dinner 
party several years ago at the home of James 
K, Vardaman Jr. in St. Louis, and the sec- 
ond time fn the summer of 1944, when he 
joined the then Senator Truman, Vardaman 
and Snyder at lunch at the Statler Hotel in 
Washington. 

He had met Vardaman when both served 
as board directors of the St. Louis Grand 
Opera Association, and subsequently Varda- 
man became one of his legal clients. Clif- 
ford volunteered for Navy service and in the 
spring of 1944 was commissioned a lieuten- 
ant, junior grade.

questions for governmental experts and poli- 
ticians. Whether there can be a cut of 
$3,700,000,000 for the benefit of taxpayers 
is debatable. Whatever saving is made, the 
Democrats and Republicans will fight over 
the credit for this windfall. 


From the political angle, the rival parties 
are trying to figure out whether a flat ora 
selective reduction would attract the more 
voters in 1948, 

Under the House Republican promise of a 
flat 20 per cent slash for all taxpayers, a 
man with $1,000,000 income a year would 
pay fewer dollars in taxes than in 19939, 
whereas a man in the $5000 bracket would 
pay 10 times as much as he paid in that year 
before the war. 

The latest income statistics show that 
there were only 38 persons with incomes of 
$1,000,000 and over in 1942 as against 
779,448 with incomes between $5000 and 
$10,000 the same year. While no figures 
are available for this year the proportion is 
probably about the same.. In 1929 there 
were 513 persons with annual incomes of 
$1,000,000 and over; these dropped to 150 
in 1930. Since then the number has been 
under 100. 

For the current year, the $1,000,000 man 
is paying $838,850 in federal taxes and 
under a 20 per cent reduction he would pay 
$671,080. In other words, he will have 
$161,150 after taxes this year; next year he 
would have $328,920. In 1939, he paid 
$663,724 and had $7356 more than he would 
have next year under the Republican plan.

What to Do in Germany? 


It is hard to pick up a newspaper or magazine 
without reading somebody's criticism of the 
American occupation in Germany. The conduct 
of our troops is criticized. The quality of civilian 
personnel is criticized. Relations with Germans 
are criticized. And so on without limit. 

The trouble with this is that such criticism 
misses what is basically wrong with our occupa- 
tion. What is basically wrong is not that a few 
soldiers and civilians, or even a large number, 
have sold their PX rations in the black market 
and taken profits to which they are not entitled. 
Such a state of morals does us no good in the 
eyes of the Germans, but the fault lies deeper. 

In a sentence, the trouble is that we Ameri- 
cans have not yet made up-eur minds about what 
we want to do with our opportunity in Germany. 

This is not to say that there has been no 
statement of policy, for there has been. Indeed, 
there have been many statements of policy. 
Our Joint Chiefs of Staff issued the now his- 
toric paper, No. 1067, The State Department 
has enunciated policy. So has the War Depart- 
ment. .So did the OWI when it was in operation. 

But all these statements have been for the 
most part generalities which stated aims on 
which everyone was agreed—that the Germans 
shall be de-militarized, that they shall be de- 
Nazified, that they shall be re-educated, that 
they shall be taught the democratic way of life. 

Where we wade into deep water is when we 
attempt to decide how we will achieve them. 
Tied in with every other question is the one of 
how to treat the individual German. What is to 
be the relation between the American occupier 
and the citizen of the occupied country which 
plunged the world into history's bloodiest war? 

The extent to which we have failed to face 
the fundamental question becomes clearer when 
we seek an answer to this question. At first we 
did not have very much of a policy at all. The 
conduct of the conqueror was to be such as 
would comport with his position. He might not 
live in a German home. He was forbidden to 
marry a German girl. He might or might not 
have seen a training film called “Your Job in 
Germany” which contrasted German friendliness 
in peacetime with the record of aggressive wars. 

And so the individual in the occupation at 
first conducted himself pretty much as suited 
his desires. This led to close mingling between 
many Americans and Germans and the result 
was not conducive to high esteem for the occu- 
pation. As a consequence, and in recognition of 
the arrival in Germany of green replacements, 
without experience in the war, it was decided 
that our personnel should hold the Germans at 
arm's length, that we should not trust them. 

Thus we came to espouse a tough line. The 
Army prepared a 50-page book entitled “Occu- 
pation” and distributed it to forces stationed in 
Europe or destined to serve in Europe. It pic- 
tured Germans spreading lies on the quiet, teach- 
ing distrust of the Americans to their children at 
home, fomenting hate over the back fence. 

It told the new soldier that he would be seeing 
only half the story—that the worst half is buried 
forever—that Lidice is an open, grassy place 
with a cross to mark where it had been; that 
Buchenwald, Dachau and Belsen are @leaned up: 
that the murdered cities of Poland are far away. 
On the individual German, “Occupation” said: 

It’s hard to realize that the fraulein who 
does your laundry may have known about 
torture camps and shrugged her shoulders 
with the thought: after all, they were con- 
quered people, those Slavs and Jews. Sub- 
humans really. 

The book closed with the recommendation that 
“any time you think our treatment of the Ger- 
mans is too severe, try to imagine what would 
have happened if they had won the war.” Point- 
ing out that “already the Germans are organiz- 
ing free, democratic political parties,” that “their 
children are going back to school,” and that 
“they are holding free elections,” it asked: “Can 
you imagine free elections: in America under 
German occupation?” The last picture showed 
an armed Nazi trooper on guard at “E. 49th St.” 
with Americans imprisoned behind barbed wire. 

That guide for our forces has now been aban- 
doned. The “hate-the-Germans” policy has been 
officially scrapped. Indeed, we have now gone 
so far as to lift the ban on marrying German 
girls, retaining only this reservation: a marriage 
may not take place until just before an American 
is to return home. Cost of transporting German 
war brides will be paid by the United States. 

When Washington cannot make up its mind— 
and that is only a way of saying the American 
people—whether we should hate or befriend the 
Germans, it is altogether understandable that 
our performance in Germany should leavé much 
to be desired. Some day perhaps a policy which 


.does neither will evolve—a policy which keeps 


in mind both what the Germans were and what 
they might become; which remembers the worst 
and works for the best. 

The record indicates that we think the choice 
is between either shutting the Germans outside 
or putting our arms around them. Either is bad. 
Neither is required. The United States still has 
to decide what it wants to do in Germany and 
how it wants to do it. 
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Kelly Chooses Not to Run 


Mayor Kelly’s decision not to be a candidate 
to succeed himself undoubtedly is due in part 
to his age, coupled with a desire to rest after 14 
years in the Chicago City Hall. But it reflects 
also the crushing Democratic defeat last Novem- 
ber and the breach which it made in the Kelly 
machine in Cook County. Ed Kelly is a smart 
politician. He can be counted on to get out 
while the getting is good. 
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In the Life of Gene Talmadge 


Back in the pinewoods, deep in the hills and 
in many small Georgia towns there will be those 
who will mourn for Eugene Talmadge. But the 
State that he has left is not quite the same as 
when he made his violent debut as Governor 
more than a decade ago, It is that change which 
promises a bitter fight over who shall be Gov- 
ernor, now that the Governor-elect is gone. 

Those in the progressive administration of Gov. 
Ellis Arnall think he may legally be required to 
continue in office. Talmadge men maintain that 
the Legislature must decide, and would work 
their hatred of Arnall even to the point of im- 
peachment, It is only a remote possibility that 
the issue will give the voters another chance, if 


i 
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it can be said that they ever really had a chance 
in the last election. More of them voted against 
the Talmadge white-supremacy flag than voted 
for it, but still he won, owing to Georgia's vote- 
vetoing county unit system. 

Although the nation will watch closely, this 
new contest for Governor will be largely a legal 
battle and may not disclose the popular strength 
of the adversaries. Yet it will reveal again that 
men of tolerance and decent government have 
risen against nightshirt hatred and red-neck 
bigotry, all in the lifespan of Gene Talmadge.

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Gold in Those Suits 


Damage suit lawyers have come .into as juicy 
a plum as they could have asked as a result of 
the Mount Clemens Pottery case, decided by the 
Supreme Court last June. But the impact on in- 
dustry will be tremendous, and is only now be- 
coming apparent, according to a Washington dis- 
patch today from Joseph Hanlon of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Inspired by the portal-to-portal pay agree- 
ment between the U.M.W.A. and the coal oper- 
ators, employes of the Mount Clemens Pottery, 
a Michigan concern, sued for pay not merely 
for the time they worked but for all the time 
from their entry on company property until they 
left it. The Supreme Court upheld them, and 
now employes the country over are filing simi- 
lar suits under the Wages and Hours Act. 

The companies are liable to pay for the exira 
time at triple the regular hourly wage. It rates 
as overtime, calling for pay and a half, and 
since it was not paid voluntarily, the workers 
can collect double damages—plys_ attorneys’ 
fees, 


Commerce predict that the total claims against 
industry may reach six billion dollars. Already 
three subsidiaries for the United States Steel 
Corp. are defendants in suits asking for $158,- 
000,000, and there are many more. Seven suits 
seeking more than $38,680,000 have just been 
filed against firms in the St. Louis region. 

The total sought in this area is more than $82,- 
680,000. The Emerson Electric Co. faces suits 
for $7,500,000 and $10,000,000 respectively, while 
the General Steel Casting Corp. at Granite City 
is confronted with a $20,000,000 suit. As many 
suits can be filed against any company as there 
are lawyers who can obtain clients. 

Employers are suable up to the statute of lim- 
itations in each state. In most states this is five 
years, but employers in Missouri have tried to 
be forehanded by obtaining a special act of the 
Legislature reducing the statute of limitations 
as applied to suits under the Wages and Hours 
Act to two years. 

The Supreme Court decision allows consid- 
erable latitude to the district courts, and what 
the federal courts in Missouri will do about the 
whole matter is open to speculation. 

There doubtless are some cases where work- 
ers saw their earnings reduced because of the 
distance they had to walk from the time clock 
to the bench. There are some cases where 
workers have had to don special clothing, such 
as asbestos suits, and have done it on their own 
time. But the companies usually pay for this. 

The portal-to-portal rule may before long be- 
come the accepted custom, but a court decision 
that makes it effective retroactively, unexpect- 
edly and in violation of long-accepted custom 
simply makes for uncertainty and confusion. 
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Speaking of Trees 

Is the soil along the back fence pretty poor? 
Then choose box elder, horse chestnut, silver ma- 
ple, river birch, shagbark hickory, catalpa, hack- 
berry, redbud, mulberry, lombardy poplar or 
white elm. Or maybe there is already consid- 
erable shade? Plant sugar maple, pawpaw, horn- 
beam or flowering dogwood, beech, holly ar sas- 
safras for they all are shade-tolerant. If richly- 
hued autumn foliage is the requisite then set out 
the coffee tree, black haw, red maple, white ash, 
maidenhair, or walnut, the gunis, cherries or 
oaks. For trees that will attract wildlife choose 
among the woolly buckthorn, magnolia, crab ap- 
ple, water elm and sycamore, the plum, almond, 
willow, soap berry, mountain ash and viburnum. 

But don’t take our word for it. Much longer 
lists, which also include trees for resistance to 
wind, for wet, dry and smoky situations, for con- 
spicuous fruits and flowers, are in the Missouri 
Botanical Garden Bulletin. It makes reading that 
ribs up one’s faith—reassurance that notwith- 
standing crookedness and crime, rivalry and in- 
trigue, greed and scandal, this old world is a 
going, growing concern.

When Polk, the Greek, with. all the 
eagerness of the immigrant from a foreign 
Jland, came to America, he was reaching 
out for the only things that were important 
to him—for admiration, respect, -friendship. 
But Polk brought his own ineptitudes and 
in America too his silly jokes, his painful 
willingness to do anything for a smile 
were still futile attempts at camaraderie. 

But Polk did meet Rudy, the young son 
of the widow Mrs. Myers, and it was for 
Rudy that Polk was born. In his capacity 
of general handyman for Mrs. Myers, Polk 
held a less precarious place of esteem. He 
was even able during difficult days with 
his few pennies to refill the family larder 
and to purchase needed trousers for Rudy. 

To Rudy, indeed, he became a father. 
And it was Polk, the poor fool, the idiot, 
the bum, who brought Rudy the only thing 
that mattered in his life—the piano. And 
later, after six years of separation, it was 
the same foolish Polk who gave to Rudy 
in one significant day (the novel by an 
amazingly technical feat is devoted to only 
this one day) the meanings of the world. 
This is the story of Ulysses again — of 
Telemachus and Ulysses, 

Elmer Grossberg has produced a novel 
of great human yearning, and has exam- 
ined with intricate care the little details 
that make a man a bundle of nerves, a ten- 
tative laugh, a trembling fawner on men. 
That the book becomes too sentimental, that 
it oversimplifies not only the tremendous 
and carculated forces of evil in this highly 
complex political and economic world, is 
somewhat pardonable, for this book was 
written when the author was just 18. The 
sheer power is remarkable in a first novel. 

But since it is written in the Saroyan 
tradition (with a little of the intricacies 
of Kafka thrown in) where the heart over- 
plays the head, it has also-the inevitable 
weakness of that tradition. There is no 
doubt, however, that Mr. Grossberg is a 
new American writer who should be closely 
watched—and heartily encouraged.

Blasted and Broken 


"DEAR FATHERLAND, REST QUIETLY": A REPORT ON 
THE COLLAPSE OF HITLER'S “THOUSAND YEARS." 
written and photographed by Margaret Bourke- 
White. (Simon and Schuster, New York.) 


The Germans cried: “We didn’t know! 
We didn’t know!” The prisoners replied: 
“We worked beside you. We told you every 
dau.” Weimar'’s Mayor and. his wife went 
home and committed suicide. These are the 
underlines for Margaret Bourke-White's 
photograph of German men and women, 
dressed in fine coats, standing in the April 
sunshine, looking at the gleaming white of 
cordwood piles of naked, skeleton bodies. 

Yes, the frauleins ended the war with 
their teeth in good condition, and these 
girls have a sleek, American look. One 
could not find such health in the girls of 
Poland, Holland or Greece. This is her 
comment for her pictures of plump, smil- 
ing German maidens, taking the sun in 
briefest attire, surrounded by fraternizers. 

There is no abler book than this one on 
the last weeks of the war in Germany and 
the early days of “peace.” The text is first- 
hand experience—on foot in the blasted 
cities, by jeep along choked roads, in 
planes above smoke and fire. The docu- 
mentation is 128 photographs taken in the 
famous Camera reporter’s search for “face- 
less Fritz’—the private German who mul- 
tiplied by millions became the Nazi terror. 

Although Miss Bourke-White shows seem- 
ingly everything in the way of physical 
and human ruin, she is not without hope. 
But hers is a hope of necessity rather than 
faith. “We let our boys go off to war with 
so little comprehension of what the fight 
was for,” she writes, and then concludes 
that unless we bring democracy to Ger- 
many “this war will be without meaning.” 

Her report is so excellent that it should 
be freed of misstatements which mar it. 
Hamburg and Bremen captions say those 
cities were “deserts,” without enough left 
to make “an impressive ruin.” Both were 
far from totally destroyed. Portraits of 
Eisenhower and Patton should be taken 
out of the group entitled “The German 
Look.” It is a shock to find these American 
commanders, for whatever purpose, among 
Nazi faces.

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The Genius of Balzac 
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wo by Stefan Zweig. (The Viking Press, 
ork 

The great French’ novelist Balzac should 
be more widely read in this country, and it 
is to be hoped that the popularity which 
this new life will certainly have will lead to 
a widespread demand for his work. 

Balzac’s life has all the elements which 
a popular biographer needs: a succession 
of mistresses, ambitions long thwarted but 
ultimately fulfilled, large debts, brushes 
with the law, and the many additional ec- 
centricities which suitably accompany ro- 
mantic genius. The late Stefan Zweig was 
too astute a writer to neglect any of the 
facts which so intrigue the book-buying 
public, These facts he has amply supported 
by quotation both from the somewhat auto- 
biographical novels and from Balzac’s vo- 
luminous correspondence, No sooner does 
the reader become incredulous than the 
fact is indisputably documented. 

After all, the most amazing fact of Bal- 
zac's disorganized career was his genius— 
a genius that enabled him to plan that 
stupendous series of novels which com- 
prise “La Comedie Humaine,” in the in- 
complete execution of which he was able to 
create some 2500 characters and to write 
nearly a hundred novels of a work that 
was to include 144 volumes and was to have 
given a complete description of nineteenth 
century French society. Stimulated by 
some 50,000 cups of black coffee (the esti- 
mate is Balzac's own) and by his own 
enormous vigor, he achieved this task in 
the little more than 50 years of his life. 

Zweig, the artist, was throughout. his life 
intrigued by this tremendous spate of 
human energy. His Balzac biography wad 
left incomplete, and was put together from 
notes and manuscripts by his friend Rich- 
ard Friedenthal, There is perhaps less com- 
ment on the novels themselves than one 
might wish, and Zweig might have pro- 
vided more had he been able to finish the 
book himself. 

Few, however, will be able to read this 
work without eagerly desiring to know some 
at least of Balzac’s scores of novels.

N the light of the future, it may well be more important that the 
United States Atomic Energy Commission has now returned from 


the problem, than that the United 


Nations Atomic Energy Commission is approaching the end of its 
inguiry; for the whole future will be changed if the members of the 
American body are correct in their conviction, drawn from this first 
survey, that the possibilities of the new force have not as yet been 


even vaguely hinted at. 


Thus far, awe-struck contempla- 
tion of the strategic and military 
meanings of atomic energy has 
caused even the scientists to half- 


forget its peacetime uses. 


The impression has been spread 


abroad that much time would be 
required to develop the peacetime 
uses, except in the medical field, 
and that even after a good many 
years the peace-time uses would 
not result in broad, revolutionary 
economic changes. 

The presence on the American 
commission of such men as Sum- 
ner Pike, Adm. Strauss and David 
E. Lilienthal is a guaranty against 
any flightiness of judgment. They 


take a contrary view. In fact, 
they are reported to see the pos- 
sibility, although not the certain- 
ty, of fairly early application of 
Atomic energy to peacetime pur- 
poses on a scale and in a manner 
which will ultimately alter the 
whole national and world eco- 
nomic pattern. 
Research on Peace Uses. 

Since the end of the war, by a 
decision of Maj. Gen. Leslie R. 
Groves, most of the research and 
engineering resources of the huge 
Manhattan District Project has 
been employed in exploration of 
peacetime uses. The military func- 
tions of the project have been 
largely reduced to the production 
of fissionable material in existing 
plants. Today, as at the end of 
the war, the project has about 
50,000 men and women on its pay- 
roll. 

So sure are the members of the 
American commission that the 
search for peacetime applications 
will pay off on a grand scale, that 
they propose asking for largely 
increased appropriations for this 
purpose. The tentative plan is to 
seek financing from Congress new 
programs which will require an- 
other 25,000 engineering and re- 
search workers, additional to those 
already on the job. 

Since the whole question is still 
wrapped in a thick shroud of mili- 
tary secrecy, it is impossible to be 
very specific about it. Two sig- 
nificant facts may be noted, how- 
ever. 

First, it was only about four 
weeks ago that Lilienthal and his 
colleagues presided at the opening 
of Prof. Ernest Lawrence's giant 
new cyclotron at the University 
of Southern California, yet, in 
hardly more than a fortnight, 
work with the new cyclotron has 
already suggested the probability 
of vital and entirely novel facts 
of atomic physics. 

Vast Possibilities. 

The fission of the atom was, in 
truth, only the landing of Colum- 
bus on a vast new continent of 
knowledge, which is now just be- 
ginning to be explored. 

If the exploration is properly 
financed and pushed with all 
speed, the physicists now have 
within their reach the. scientific 
equivalents of De Soto when he 
first saw the Mississippi. 

Second, as an index of the pos- 
sibilities which are ahead, there 
is the fact that only one in 140 
parts of a unit of uranium is 
composed of the heavy isotope on 
which the process of atomic fis- 
sion has thus far depended; but 
there is every reason to suppose 
that the remaining 139 parts of 
a uranium unit can be eventually 
utilized, by proper procedures, in 
the same manner as the heavy 
isotope. 

It should be unnecessary to 
point out the importance of the 
economy in raw material, and the 
cheapening of power produced by 
atomic fission, which will result 
from this new development that 
is already confidently anticipated. 

Estimates on Cust of Power. 

Thus far, estimates of the cost 
of power from atomic energy have 
run a little above the cost of 
power from coal, but when Gen. 
Groves let the contract to the 
Monsanto Chemical Co. of St. 
Louis to build the first atomic 
power plant, many of the scient- 
ists in the Manhattan District 
Project pleaded for delay on the 
ground that a few months of 
further study would result in 
much more economical designs. 

The engineers of one of the 
great world oil companies were 
also called in by the Manhattan 
District Project to make a survey, 
and their report, still on the secret 
list, gives estimates of costs of 
atomic power production far be- 
low any yet published, 

In short, there is every reason 
to believe that power from atomic 
energy will not merely become, 
10 or 15 years from now, another 
competitor added to the list of 
existing power sources. Rather, it 
can now be expected to Become a 
new power source of a kind and 
richness sufficient to give an en- 
tirely new aspect to world af- 
fairs. If research is pushed for- 
ward relentiessiy, on a_ broad 
front, this can be expected to oc- 
cur in the fairly near future. 

The connection between these 
facts and the deliberations of the 
United Nations Atumic Energy 
Commission should be rather ob- 
vious. Power output is the basic 
measurement of the wealth of 
any nation or society. If atomic 
energy is to be the greatest source 
of ~ wealth, as well as the

Gen, Groves Hopes for Atom 


Treaty ‘Within 5 Years’. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (UP) 
—The nation’s top military au- 
thorities on the atomic bomb said 
today the Bernard M. Baruch 
plan for international control of 
atomic energy guarantees that 
United States atomic secrets will 
be safeguarded until international 


co-operation is assured. 
Maj. Gen, Leslie R. Groves, di- 


rector of the Army’s Manhattan 
Project, and R. Adm. W. S. Par- 
sons, director of atomic defense 
for the Navy, told the national 
security committee of the Veter- 
ans of Foreign Wars that the 
Baruch plan opens the way for 
an end to war for all time. 

Groves and Parsons urged full 
support of the plan, 

Groves said that an interna- 
tional agreement on atomic en- 
ergy should be settled within five 
years. 

“I would start to get worried 
if 15 years went by and we still 
had no agreement,’ Groves said. 
“I would then begin to look 
around for a safe place to go. 
“The Baruch plan is the first 
step to abandonment of weapons 
of mass destruction.” 

Both Groves and Parsons said 
that unless the surprise use of 
atom bombs is outlawed, the 
United States will be the first 
country hit in a future war. 

“What we are doing by the 
Baruch plan is trading during the 
next 10 to 15 years our posses- 
sion of the atom bomb for a guar- 
antee against surprise attack,” 
Parsons said,

Their protestations culminated 
in a letter from the Cardinals resi- 
dent in Rome lamenting the at- 
tacks on “the supreme head of the 
Catholic Church, whose person has 
been recognized sacred and invio- 
late by solemn convention,” a ref- 
erence to the Lateran pact.

obtained was “simply pernicious 
sentimentality.” He urged releas- 
ing the information to “bona fide 
investigators.” 


This letter brought a rejoinder 
from the surgeon of London's 
leading hospital, Dr. T. B. Layton 
who took over administration of 
the Belsen concentration camp 
for UNRRA after its liberation. 
Dr. Layton declared the results 
should be destroyed, “uncopied 
and unrecorded.” 


Dr. Mellanby’s visit to Nuern- 
berg, where the results of the ex- 
periments have been collected for 
purposes of the war crimes trials 
now being conducted by American 
authorities, will be to see whether 
any of it will be worth publishing.

The Russians and the Chinese 
Communists profess to see sinister 
implications in this outermost pro- 
jection of American naval power 
in the western Pacific. Tsingtao 
has been termed a “pistol pointed 
at Port Arthur.” Communist 
propaganda has talked darkly of 
secret agreements and of prepara- 
tions to set up an advance Ameri- 
can naval base on Chinese terri- 
tory here. These suspicions seem 
far fetched. 


United States Navy officers de- 
nounce as “completely false” any 
contentions that an American 
naval base is in the making here, 
or that it is even contemplated, 
In the language of the sea, Tsing- 
tao is not a base but an anchorage, 
so far as the United States Navy 
is concerned, The Navy is here 
on a temporary and provisional 
basis, on the invitation of the 
Chinese government, 

Blue Chips in Diplomacy. 
There are a number of reasons, 
political and otherwise, for the 
presence of American naval! forces 
here, In one respect, this show of 
naval power so close to the peri- 
phery of Soviet influence can be 
considered one of the Americans’ 
blue chips in the diplomatic poker 
game with the Soviet Union, With 
the destruction of the Japanese 
Navy, a vacuum was created in 
the waters of the northwestern 


Pacific.

The best evidence that the Navy 
is-planning an extended stay here 
is the arrival here of about 200 
dependents of Navy officers and 
men, among them Mrs. Charles 
M. Cooke Jr., wife of the admiral. 

Only the scantiest of informa- 
tion is available here on the ex- 
tent of Russian rehabilitation of 
the naval base of Port Arthur, 
at the southernmost tip of Man- 
churia. It Is known that the Rus- 
sians have an impressively large 
garrison there, but it is doubted 
whether they have done a great 
deal to expand existing Japanese 
fortifications.

De Gasperi Probably 
Will Seek Help on

ROME, Dec. 21 (AP). 
REMIER ALCIDE DE GAS- 
P PERI will leave for the United 
States Jan. 3, it was announced 
today, and he will take with him 
little else but troubles, 

The headaches of the 65-year- 
old Christian Democrat have been 
many since the June plebiscite 
produced the Italian republic and 
his shaky four-party government. 

Should President Truman ask 
him what he has achieved in the 
half-year, De Gasperi might well 
rest his case on a paraphrase of the 
remark of the French aristocrat 
after the revolution: “I have sur- 
vived politically.” 

The communique said De Gas- 
peri would go to Washington to 
talk “on questions of mutual inter- 
est to the two countries, such as 
resumption of normal economic 
relations, and other important sub- 
jects.” 

The secretariat of the Premier— 
who earlier this week, until Wash- 
ington gave him a green light for 
the journey, had denied he would 
make the trip—refused to elabo- 
rate on the purposes of the visit. 
It is easy, however, to pick out 
the problems on which Washing- 
ton could give help and which may 
well be discussed. These are: 

Food. Italy has just enough 
wheat to last six. weeks into the 
new year. Spaghetti and macaroni 
rations have been cut in half. A 
20 per cent cut in the small bread 
ration is in the cards. 

The Currency—Today’s black or 
free market rate was from 620 to 
650 lire to the dollar, as against 
an official rate of 225. The pre- 
war rate was 30 lire to the dollar. 

Raw Materials—October indices 
showed Italy’s industrial produc- 
tion ranging from 28 per cent of 
prewar in pig iron through 56 per 
cent in artificial textile fabrics, 66 
per cent in chemicals, 76 per cent 
in mechanical goods, 88 per cent 
in cotton thread and 113 per cent 
in electric power. Much of this

tonomy, equivalent in all essen- 
tials to that afforded them by 
Jinnah and his associates. 

Not Attlee’s Fault. 

The responsibility for the pres- 
ent crisis can certainly not be 
laid at the doors of the Attlee 
Cabinet. The British Labor gov- 
ernment has made every possible 
effort to compose the controversy 
and to expedite the achievement 
of Indian independence, 

Nor can any just criticism be 
made of the decision of the 
British government, made known 
in its recent announcement, that 
Great Britain would not force 
upon “any unwilling parts of the 
country” a constitution drafted by 
an Assembly in which the ninety 
million Indian Moslems were not 
represented. 

Such blame as may rightfully 
be ascribed to British policy must 
be shouldered by those former 
British Cabinets which stubbornly 
refused to see that the indepen- 
dence of India could no longer be 
postponed, and that grave injury 
to India as well as to the British 
Commonwealth could only be 
avoided, as President Roosevelt 
had warned, by reaching an 
agreement with the Indian lead- 
ers upon the bases for indepen- 
dence before the close of the 
Second World War. 

Where Blame Rests. 
Should the present deadlock 
continue, and India be plunged 
into a long period of anarchy and 
of communal strife, the respon- 
sibility will now, however, rest 
squarely upon the shoulders of 
the Indian leaders themselves. 
The position taken by the Hindu 
Congress Party is quite as in- 
transigent as that maintained by 
the Moslem League. If the Con- 
stitutional Assembly fails, not 
only will the cause of Indian in- 
dependence receive a major set- 
back, but the interests of colonial 
peoples throughout the world will 
be seriously prejudiced. 

I have expressed the opinion 
that the tentative agreement 
reached between the Netherlands 
government and the chiefs of the 
Indonesian Republic had estab- 
lished a notable precedent. I 
said, “It sets a standard which 
cannot be disregarded by other 
imperial powers in their dealings 
with the dependent peoples who 
still remain under their control... 
It should operate as an incentive 
to Great Britain and France to 
expedite similar agreements with 
their own dependent peoples.” 

I have since received a letter 
from a member of the British 
Delegation to the United Nations 
in which he courteously insists

Unfortunately, the pros-

Dissent on Statute. 

I cannot, however, concur in the 
view that the Statute of West- 
minister was either a model or an 
incentive in the negotiation of the 
agreement reached between the 
Netherlands government and the 
Indonesian leaders. 


The natidns which are members 
of the British Commonwealth are 
fall of them controlled by peoples 
of the white race. None of the 
British Dominions is representa- 
tive of the so-called colored races. 
The British Commonwealth is an 
admirable example of an associa- 
tion of free and independent de- 
mocracies of the same heritage, 
race and culture, It is not a sys- 
tem under which people who had 
long been dominated and ex- 
ploited by an alien power, and 
who had been treated as inferiors, 
have secured the freedom which 
they claimed. 


I believe that my correspondent 


will agree that the important 
issue is not what individual 
power has inspired the present 


trend, but rather that the great 
advance already made in further- 
ing the self-government of de 
pendent peoples by Great Britain, 
the Netherlands and the United 
States should be utilized to ex- 
pedite the freedom of all other 
advanced colonial peoples. Public 
opinion in the democracies will 
now no longer tolerate any ma- 
terial delays. 


This salutary evolution will he 
even more rapidly promoted if the 
Indian leaders will set aside their 
selfish and partisan aims, and 
concentrate on the welfare of 
India as a whole rather than 
upon communal advantage. 

The Indian leaders are afforded 
a signal opportunity of making 
India an immediate power in the 
councils of the nations, and, by 
showing that India can govern 
itself, of helping other peoples to 
freedom and _ sovereign inde 
pendence. 

In the phrase which Lord 
Citrine used in his farewell speech 
to the Trades Union Congress, the 
Indian leaders must now pass 
“from an era of propaganda to 
one of responsibility.”

In the conténental cities—where 
black markets flourish—there are 
luxuries galore at fantastic prices. 
Food delicacies are abundant and 
turkey and champagne can be 
had—for a price. In England sup- 
plies are controlled. 

The unshapely toys of wartime 

have given place to those of bet- 
ter quality. Girls will have dolls 
_that “go to sleep” and boys will 
have model jet planes. You can 
find almost any toy in Sweden ex- 
cept a German tin soldier. 

Despite electricity rationing and 
a shortage of coal, the French 
again are gay and a festival air 
pervades the boulevards of Paris. 

Store windows are stuffed with 
gifts — silken underwear, scarves, 
jewels, perfumes and plenty of 
toys. But prices are exorbitant 
and many children won't even get 
a modest teddy bear. 

Food shops display appealing 
delicacies at luxury prices. Those 
who want a turkey will have to 
pay up to $30 for a bird. Wines 
are high and bubbling champagne 
is only for the wealthy.

In Budapest the average man’s 
salary won’t permit many gifts 
for youngsters. Toys are main- 
ly wood and some cost as much 
as a monthly salary. There are 
many glittering silver and gold 
bracelets and other feminine gew- 
gaws but nothing with which to 
buy them. The food situation is 
similar to the trinket market. 
There is an abundance of every 
kind of food but Hungarians com- 
plain they earn insufficient money 
to buy. There is no whiskey of 
any kind, but there is cognac or 
fiery palinka. 


Christmas in Budapest. 


Some GIs will spend their 
Christmas holiday in Denmark as 
guests in private Copenhagen 
homes. The soldiers will have to 
do without the traditional Danish 
Christmas dinner—rice pudding 
and roast goose. Rice has not been 
available since the war started 
and few can afford goose. Other 
food, however, is rich and plen- 
tiful. 


Because of import restrictions, 
gift articles are scarce, of poor 
quality and exceedingly high in 
price in Denmark. Toy shops are 
full but here again prices are al- 
most prohibitive. 

The shops of Belgium are well 
stocked, from life-size dolls to 
nylons. Food also is plentiful, 


Christmas Trees Plentiful. 


Christmas trees are plentiful 
but costly in Parisian markets. 
Night clubs and restaurants will 
have special holiday shows but it 
will cost a small fortune to sit 
down. Many Parisians plan to 
spend Christmas in the moun- 
tains, traveling in special trains 
provided by the National Society 
of French railways. 

Italy presents the strange spec- 
tacie of luxury stores bursting 
with goods while the masses of 
her people are begging for crusts 
of bread as prices continue to 
rise and the lire continues to 
drop. Most Italians can only press 
their noses against the shop win- 
dows where turkey, ham and 
geese hang — but high. 

In Rome's Via Condotti—Fifth 
Avenue of the Eternal City — 
luxury shops display the greatest 
array of leathers, lace, china, sil- 
verware and toys since before the 
war. But most of the toys are 
leftovers — those that remained 
unsold a year ago. 

Children hoping that the Be- 
fana the good fairy “Santa 
Claus” — will come happily-laden 
on Jan. 6—the day of gifts in 
Italy, probably will find her as 
empty handed for most as she 
has been the last six years. 

In Holland, when it comes to 
gifts, it is not Santa Claus but St. 
Nicholas, the patrorf saint of the 
children, who sneaks in on a 
steamer from Spain with his foot- 
man, Black Peter, and loads of 
presents on St. Nicholas eve. 

Rationing is still severe in the 
Netherlands and the prewar plenty 
of sugar hearts, chocolate figures, 
gingerbread, marzepain and other 
St. Nicholas and Christmas deli- 
cacies has not yet returned. 
Turkey and geese are very 
scarce at about $2 a pound. Toys 
are expensive and _ indifferently 
made. Books have come to the 
market. Perfumes are not expen- 
sive but scarce. 


Children’s Fair, 

Despite food shortages, German 
children will have a_merrier 
Christmas than last year. There 
are more toys, especially dolls, and 
Christmas trees have come from 
the Russian zone. Berlin’s tradi- 
tional Weihnachtsmarkt —a_ chil- 
dren's fair—will be held again. 

American army occupation per- 
sonnel] have arranged parties for 
German children with soldiers con- 
tributing candy and other articles 
from their rations. For the first 
time since the war, Americans wil] 
join with Germans in choral sing- 
ing and worship. 

The toys in Czechoslovakia this 
year are on the whimsical side— 
doll houses and funny animals. 
There are few tin soldiers, cannon 
or other war toys. 

The big Czech festival day is 
Christmas eve and is an intimate 
family affair. Invariable tradition 
is a carp dinner, with cakes 
sprinkled with caraway seed and 
cookies with colored frosting. The 
distribution of presents come with 
the carp. After midnight mass is 
supper—goose with red cabbage 
and slices of Bohemian dumplings, 
pickled apples, cakes sprinkled 
with poppy seed, candied water-. 
melon rind. Christmas day is dead. 
Everyone sleeps. 

Because of a shortage of coal 
there will be little to keep the cold 
winds out of bomb - damaged 
houses in Vienna. And there will 
be no traditional Christmas din- 
ners on rations totaling 1550 ealo- 
ries daily. 

The ministry of food has prom- 
ised smal] amount of coffee, three- 
quarters of a liter of wine and 
some bars of chocolate for chil- 
dren under 12. It is hoped that 
each normal consumer will have 
an egg and a few ounces of sugar. 

Toys are very costly and of poor 
quality. Many are second hand; 
most are made of wood or paper. 
There are few gifts for adults. 

Americans have planned a gi- 
gantic Christmas party for Dec. 
23. with five dance bands and the 
world premiere of Sgt. Paul 
Siegels “Symphonic Diary” to be

same story—sky high prices. 


Norway's supply of Christmas 


goods is abundant. Clothing of 
prewar quality, sweets, tobacco, 
‘food, liquor, all are _ plentiful, 


though rationed. Norwegians have 
few worries except taxes. Norwe- 
gian authorities sent out the heav- 
iest tax bills in the country’s mod- 
ern history during the Christmas 
season. 


In England, the outlook for 
Christmas is much more promis- 
ing than last year. 


Minister of food John Strachey 
has promised an _ old-fashioned 
Christmas dinner, with turkeys — 
11,500 tons are on the way—pud- 
dings and sweets for children, ap- 
ples from the United States and 
Canada, grapefruit and grapes 
from Palestine, pineapples and 
tangerines — a general improve- 
ment in food supplies except for 
fats and oils, 

There may be gilaced cherries 
and other cake filling and plum 
puddings will be exempted from 
rationing. There will be wine from 
abroad, but scotch and gin are 
in short ration and the beer is 
still weak, 


Goods of Better Quality. 


British stores are offering goods 
of much better quality than last 


year, though a rush to buy and 
short supplies have left little 
choice. Toys are more colorful 


and more substantial. There are 
good quality kitchen utensils but 
coupon problems rule out clothes. 

Fancy paper wrappings and tin- 
sel ribbon are available and 
French perfume and American 
costume jewelry are back, but the 
shopper must pay a 100 per cent 
luxury tax. 

Labor troubles in sugar fac- 
tories threaten to take much of 
the sweetness out of Christmas 
festivities in Eire. Yet there will 
be more ingredients for the yule- 
time fare than in many years. 
Shops have put on lavish displays 
of gifts, incl’ ding better-made 
toys, full-fashioned hosiery and 
even nylons, at $11 a pair. 

Sweden approaches her 138th 
consecutive Christmas without a 
war with an abundance of com- 
modities and luxuries but not so 
well off in food, There are more 
American-made gifts in the stores 
than ever, all “Made-in-Germany” 
toys have disappeared. 

While food delicacies are avail- 
able in unrestricted quantities, 
four basic foodstuffs—bread, but- 
ter, sugar and meat—still are ra- 
tioned. There is a real shortage of 
meat and that is important in a 
country where the Christmas 
“turkey” is a pig. 

The holiday visitor to Switzer- 
land will find an oasis of abun- 
dance in a continent of scarcity. 
Display windows are full—electric 
trains, costumed dolls, nylon 
stockings—but the average Swiss 
wage earner finds that many 
luxury items are out of reach. 

Meat rations have been in- 
creased to about two and a half 
pounds per person and cheese 
rations have been doubled. Smaller 
increases have been granted in 
sugar, butter and lard. 

Good crops promise Spain one 
of the brightest holiday seasons 
in years, though the cost of 
Christmas cheer is almost prohibi- 
tive for the average working 
family. Many Spanish children 
will have. to be content with 
rough, hand-made playthings, but 
most of them will get at least a 
few pieces of the _ traditional 
Christmas almond candy, 

Portuguese will dine on turkey 
and champagne and port or Ma- 
deira wine—those with enough 
money. The poor will eat dry cod- 
fish and potatoes.

Electron photographs are not 
images of the things pictured. 
They are pictures of small round 
suns with a number of haloes 
around them in rings or in spots. 
But the haloes show what kind of 
molecules form the object of 
which the picture is taken, and 
how the molecules are arranged. 

During the war, at the great 
Willow Run bomber plant, spot 
welding was used on the big 
planes. A spot weld is a small, 
round spot where two layers of 
metal fuse. It replaces rivets and 
adds smoothness to wings and 
fuselages., 

Occasionally these spots refused 
to weld. The trouble was attrib- 
uted to corrosion on the metal 
surfaces, To cure this, the metal 
sheets were dipped in acid to re- 
move the corrosion. The remedy 
worked, but not because the acid 
cleaned the metal as supposed. 
Actually the acid failed to clean. 
This was disclosed by the elec- 
tron pictures. The acid bath 
merely removed one kind of cor- 
rosion and replaced it with an- 
other, different kind. But the 
second layer did not interfere 
with welding. 

The electron photographs show 
such things as molecules standing 
on end on glass. Sometimes the 
molecules stand straight up and 
sometimes lean at angles. 

The photographs are used in- 
dustrially to learn how completely 
a metal surface is cleaned by an 
electrical process. Frequently the 
electrons reveal the presence of 
an unsuspected impurity in the 
electrolytic fluid that spots the 
surface. with invisible stains.

Phonograph Records. 

German technicians at Bitter- 
feld in the Russian occupation 
zone report that they are manu- 
facturing phonograph records out 
of a new plastic that can be 
played more than one thousand 
times without perceptible wear.

One step toward plastic autos is 
reported by Dr. L. B. Sebrell, 
director of the Goodyear research 
laboratory at Akron, Ohio. This is 
a new plastic derived from glycol. 
It has a higher tensile strength 
than aluminum, It won't make 
autos, but Dr. Sebrell said it is 
probably good for fenders. These 
fenders won’t rust and he said 
can stand more shock than metal.

In Ancient Egypt 


A Visit to Little 
City of the Dead 


By Keith Wheeler 
CAIRO, Egypt, Dec. 21. 
HIS ancient city, straddling the river Nile, goes a consider- 

7 able way to reinforce my opinion that towns everywhere 
are pretty much alike—just a bunch of people trying to 

get along. I'll probably get along all right, just as soon as I 
discover how to figure 

Egyptian money into dol- 

lars and what is a drago- 

man. The money problem 

ranks fairly important to 

one coming from countries 

in which even shoe-shines 

are paid for in thousands or 

hundreds, This money comes 

in pounds and piastres, one 

pound equalling $4.00 and 

$1.00 equalling 24 piastres. 

Trouble is that the smallest 

paper money is five piastres 

and the coins come in doz- 

ens of shapes and sizes 

whose value only an expert 

can recognize. At first I 

adopted the system of ask- 

ing a prospective recipient 

what the stuff was worth, 

but gave up that device 

when subsequent calculation 

indicated it had cost me $3.00 to get a suitcase carried two 
blocks and up one flight of stairs. The dragoman question 
doesn't seem to have come up yet but there is a big, glaring 


sign in the lobby warning me not to hire one on the street - 


without the hotel's advice. Wonder if that could have been a 
dragoman, the bearded guy wearing a fez and cane, who fol- 
lowed me three blocks, offering a choice of any combination 
of dirty postcards, genuine alabaster sphinxes, blackjacks or 
his sister, for a hat. Salesmen here are more persistent than 
most and won't take “no” for an answer, reason possibly that 
“no” isn’t the right answer anyhow. The word “no” here is 
“la,” which is a considerable variation from the Greek negative 
which sounds like “okay.”

The city naturally reeks—that’s right, reeks—with the 
mystery and romantic flavor of the Moslem world, including 
bearded and turbanned sheiks, veiled harem beauties and 
stately domes of mosques and their fragile minarets, from 
which the muezzin once called the faithful to offer prayers 
to Mecca. The faithful are still called to prayer from the 
minarets, but it is no longer necessary for the priests to 
climb the dizzy heights of the pencil-slender towers.

It 
generally takes less than a week 
for assayers and geologists to 
analyze the “strike” and deflate 
the rosy prospects of overnight 
wealth. 

But the men who dream both 
day and night of the happy mo- 
ment when they will “strike it 
rich”. plod on through ‘the moun- 
tains and deserts of the West, 
their hopes higher than the Rock- 
jes or the Sierra Nevada, The 
sparkle of a shiny nugget is 
enough to send them racing into 
town to file a claim with the coun- 
ty recorder, and then to boast of 
their discovery... 

Almost invariably, the public re- 
action is the same: 

First, men scoff. Then they 
wonder. Then they inquire about 
the legal formalities of “staking 
a claim.” And then they are off 
to the hills with a pickax and 
dishpan. 

Their ranks are swelled by hun- 
dreds of amateur and professional 
prospectors who rush in from far 
and near, anxious to board the 
gravy train. The country recorder 
does a literal land office business, 
runs out of claim forms, wires the 
state capital for a new supply— 
and, by the time the replenish- 
ment arrives, the demand is gone 
and everyone is back at his old 
job, chuckling how “I knew it 
was a phony all along.” 
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Everyone, that is, except the 
lifelong prospectors, who trudge, 
ride or drive wearily along rarely 
traveled back roads and mountain 
paths, hounded relentlessly on by 
the lure of the rising sun and 
the metal of the same color. 

“T’ll have better luck next time,” 
they mumble. 

Peter Voiss, a bearded eccentric 
of the prospecting fraternity, spent 
50 years of his life wandering 
about the state of California in a 
rickety covered wagon drawn by 
two tired looking donkeys. He 
never uncovered a rich vein of 
gold, but he did find a way to 
make prospecting pay—although 
only enough to buy his groceries 
and some occasional oats for his 
pair of constant companions. 

Voiss discovered that the woods 
are full of camera enthusiasts. 
Whenever he needed money, he 
would drive his team to a resort 
or other region where lens-snap- 
pers abound, and would conde- 
scendingly pose for a fee. One 
San Jose dentist snapped a pic- 
ture but declined to pay a quarter 
for the privilege. Voiss raised his 
shotgun, filled the dentist full of 
buckshot, wounding him fatally.

Bonanza seekers poured into 
Crescent City, swamping the 
town’s 180 rentable rooms and giv- 
ing Elmo Martinelli’s bar a boom 
both in cash customers and tall 
stories, John G. Smith, Del Norte 
county recorder, was a busy man, 
and the best read book in town 
was Bulletin No. 138 of the State 
Division of Mines: “Manner of Lo- 
cating and Holding Mineral Claims 
in California.” 7 

Then came the metallurgists. By 
the time they had analyzed scores

of ore samples and concluded that 
any gold in it wasn’t worth ex- 
tracting, 158 claims had _ been 
filed and hundreds of claim forms 
had been issued, 


While San Francisco’. corre- 
spondents were cabling Paris that 
the Crescent City bondnza was 
a bust, the picturesquely garbed 
gentry, bitten hard by ,the gold 
bug, were rushing north to Pine 
Creek, Or., where William Smith 
had reported another “rich find.” 
It, too, has failed to affect the 
world gold market, although it 
did create a brief flurry of ex- 
cited speculation. 


The yellow metal fever also 
erupted into an epidemic in the 
San Francisco-Oakland metropoli- 
tan area, when a group of union 
men on strike in a labor dispute 
set up a makeshift dredge at a 
Pacific beach to see if there was 
any gold around. They were 
promptly joined by several hun- 
dred curious citizens equipped 
with saucepans and_e kitchen 
strainers. 


The union men maintained a 
tight-lipped secrecy about their 
rumored mineral “strike” but 
abandoned the dredging operation 
as soon as their labor strike was 
settled, 


The only items of value definite- 
ly discovered by participants in 
the beachfront blitz were a few 
stray pop bottles. No one became 
a millionaire overnight, although 
some enterprising hot dog en- 
trepreneurs did all right for a 
few days. 


During a recent three-week auto 
trip, which covered more than 
2000 miles of California highways, 
this writer encountered a dozen 
determined prospectors, and heard

reports of the activities of scores 
of others, 

Patient men in overalls, thor- 
oughly convinced that somewhere 
in some rugged mountain area or 
desert region lies an untapped 
vein of yellow ore which will 
convert its innocuous finder into 
an important person they cling 
to their usually fruitless search. 


Some slog ajong on mules, with 
a pickax jutting out of their 
packs. Others rattle along in 
dilapidated wagons. A few travel 
in battered old cars, with the gas 
bill generally paid by some trust- 
ing soul pledged a share in their 
rich prospective findings. 

Most of the fraternity are old 
men who have been hunting the 
end of a rainbow for several 
decades. Their ranks are con- 
stantly being thinned by such in- 
cidents as the recent discovery of 
the body of 78-year-old Peter 
Wolfer, lifelong prospector, found 
face down on the parched Mojave 
Desert. With an empty canteen by 
his side. 

The mountains and _ deserts 
through which the lonely pros- 
pectors. patrol are studded with 
ghost towns which were roaring 
mining camps only half a century 
ago, their now deserted streets 
then thronged with thousands of 
eager aspirants for quick wealth. 

The lurid dance halls have long 
since shut down. The gamblers 
and most of their customers have 
either died or evacuated to green- 
er pastures. 

But the remnant of the old- 
fashioned prospecting tribe plods 
on, still convinced that some hid- 
den hill is hoarding a rich treas- 
ure for them, and one day they 
will find it, 
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Meanwhile, gold is beginning to 
trickle out of the mountains again 
—a process halted by government 
edict during the war, when it was 
deemed advisable to use available 
manpower and machinery for 
other jobs. Hydraulic dredges 
owned by big mining companies 
are pouring silt into the streams 
of the High Sierra and the Rocky 
Mountain region, and placer mines 
are resuming operations, too. 


Most residents of the Mother 
Lode Country will assure you that 
only a big corporation with a lot 
of+:expensive machinery can make 
money mining for gold in the 
Twentieth Century. But then— 
Well, they aren’t quite sure. 

Take 64-year-old Chester Rhodes. 
He's just retired to a small farm 
at Healdsburg after working 35 
years for Standard Oil, But he 
doesn’t plan to do much farming. 

“There's a fellow who lives only 
a few miles up the river from me 
who makes about $10 a week pan- 
ning for gold,” Rhodes explained. 
“Can’t see why I couldn’t do con- 
giderably better myself...” 


Donald A. Pearce, California’s 
assistant corporations commission- 
er, whose job is to protect the pub- 
lic from phoney mining. promo- 
tions, finds that most of his trou- 
bles originate with investors. 

“They’re so sure that some gold 
mine or scheme contains a poten- 
tial fortune that they’re madder 
than Tophet when you try to save 
them from throwing their money 
away on some impossible promo- 
tion,” he said. 

Prospector Voiss never lacked a 
dozen offers from people anxious 
to finance his unsuccessful gold 
hunts. Everybody seems to be 
perfectly willing to get rich with- 
out much effort. 

A mathematician or moralist 
might develop some interesting 
computations about what the 
amount of energy devoted by each 
grizzled prospector to questing for 
yellow metal might have accom- 
plished if applied to some other 
pursuit. 

This correspondent can only re- 
port that the men with the gleam 
in their eyes are still prospecting, 
and they’ll probably keep at it 
until they drop—stil convinced 
that the doors of wealth and pow- 
er are about to swing open for

Your Christmas Tree

trim a Christmas tree. This is due partly, no doubt, to the fact 
that this is the time of the year when most people trim 
Trimming 


W E have had several requests lately for suggestions on how toe 


Christmas trees, if they are going to trim them at all. 
Christmas trees at other times of 
the year hag been found not only 
impractical but discouraging. It 
is also due, we think, to the mod- 
est reputation we have achieved 
for turning out unique Christmas 
trees. We have turned out some 
of the most unusual Christmas 
trees in these parts. In doing so 
we have not only revolutionized 
Christmas tree trimming, but we 
have simplified it to the point of 
absurdity. 
Most people make too much of 
trimming a Christmas tree. They 
approach the task with ag certain 
fear and misgiving which is al- 
Ways apparent in the finished 
product. In fact, you can always 
tell a Christmas tree that has 
been trimmed by a person who 
was unsure of himself. The tree 
is likely to appear prim and 
extremely ill at ease. On the other hand, a tree which has been 
trimmed by one of the methods we have evolved through the years 
will have a carefree, slightly raffish, look about it which is extremely 
entrancing to the beholder. We have had people take one look at 
one of our trees and go around in a trance until two days after the 
New Year. 

The first step, of course, is to get the tree. There are various 
ways of doing this, including looking far enough ahead to raise your 
own. This, naturally, takes time. A good tree, to mature properly, 
requires from three to eight years, depending on how large a tree 
you want, and few people care to wait that long. I would suggest 
you go to the nearest place that sells Christmas trees and start 
negotiating for one. 
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This takes time, too, but not quite as long as raising one. 

“I want a Christmas tree,” you say to the man. 

“What size you want?” he says. 

“Well, I don’t exactly know,” you say. “One that will 
stand about as high as the front window in the living room.” 

“That's a nice size,” he will say patiently. “Did you 
happen to bring the window with you? Just to give me an 


idea, you know.”

@ THE CHANCES ARE YOU WILL HAVE forgotten the window 
(most people do), so you change the subject by asking how much 
the trees cost. He’ll tell you they come different prices, so you say 
how much would one cost which stands, say, about this high. He 
will tell you he doesn’t: have one that stands about this high, but he 
has one that stands about that high. 

After a great deal of this sort of gay banter, you will depart with 
a Christmas tree which, inside the house, turns out to be twice as 
tall as it looked outside the house. You can use what you cut off 
the top to decorate the mantel. 

One of our next Christmas tree innovations will be what is 
known as the reclining tree. In other words, it-will just be left 
lying in the corner. This will make it not only easier to decorate 
but will eliminate the task of setting it up. However, since the 
public is hardly ready to accept this idea yet, we will have to put 
up the tree. This is one of the gamiest little tasks ever inherited by 
man. It is so painful, in fact, that we will draw the curtain to allow 
for the lapse of an hour and a half, and go on to the actual trimming, 
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@ THE BEST COSTUME FOR TRIMMING is something loose 
and comfortable which doesn’t bind at the neck or waist and will 
allow freedom of action. Before beginning the actual trimming, 
it is often a good idea to lie down for about 30 minutes so as to 
approach the job with a relaxed body and a tranquil mind. While 
lying down try to think of other things, particularly something 
pleasant. 

You are now ready to begin. Proceed on the principle tha€ 
many a tree trfmmer has worked himself into a state of emotional] 
hysteria trying to put those icicles on the tree and distribute them 
evenly from top to bottom. I knew one man who started two days 
before Chrismas and the following April he was still at it. 

He kept going out and buying more and more of the stuff, but 
every time he would think he had it whipped he would find one 
branch had more on it than the others. Sobbing hysterically he 
would buy more icicles and pile them on. 
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He would get up in the night and work on it. He refused 
to eat. Instead he pyrould scream for more icicles. He was 
finally saved, along toward the first of May, by Icicles Anony- 
mous, an organization of former Christmas tree trimmers 
who had been through it themselves but now wouldn't touch 
even one Christmas tree bulb, let alone an icicle 
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@ THE SECRET IS TO REMAIN CASUAL about the whole thing, 
and to this end we recommend standing about four feet from the 
tree, taking a firm but easy stance, and throwing the stuff at the 
branches, a handful at a time. Convince yourself it doesn’t matter 
where it lands, or how. 

Of course, between each throw we recommend a couple of shots 
of Old Convincer. By the time you have run out of both icicles and 
convincer, you will find you have a tree as startling as it is original, 
and one which the children will look upon with mingled awe and 
amazement. If they can stand to look at it at all. 
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@ IF EVEN THIS SYSTEM SEEMS to involve too much time and 
planning, you can fall back upon what we call our catch-all, or 
Texas Rules system, First you spread the icicles and other orna- 
ments on the floor. Then you pick up the tree by its trunk and 
sweep the stuff up with the tree, turning it around as you g°. 

When everything has been picked up you stand the tree on end 
—Iit doesn’t matter much which end—and then beat it to the corner 
saloon. Your family may not like it much at first, but as time passes 
it will grow on them.

HAT with folks divorcing 
Wescn other right and left 

these days with no better ex- 
cuse than that some husband 
doesn’t like the texture of his 
wife’s chocolate cake, or that the 
little woman doesn’t like the old 
man’s choice in ties, Chicago di- 


vorce courts are jammed to the © 


doors and business is spilling over 
into adjoining villages. 


In fact, the divorce business is 
so good these days that the clerk 
of the Chicago Heights City Court 
received $35,000 in fees this past 
year and was kept so busy by 
couples who regretted ever doing 
the lockstep to Lohengrin that 
he had to have three assistants 
to handle the traffic, 

The “wholesale divorce decree 
business” in Chicago Heights and 
nearby Calumet City has finally 
reached such proportions that the 
Social Welfare Committee of the 
City Club of Chicago surveyed the 
whole deal and decided that things 
were in a pretty state when a 
court official could make a big- 
time banker’s salary “by the in- 
crease in the number of divorces.” 

In the spirit of service to Cook 
county, the courts at Calumet 
City and Chicago Heights stay 
open a couple of nights a week 
and on Saturday afternoon just 
to make it a little handier for 
hard working folks to snip through 
the legal tape connected with 
severing the tie that no longer 
binds. 

“On busy nights we might grant 
as many as 20 divorces,” says 
80-year-old Judge Homer Abbott 
of Chicago Heights. “Takes about 
10 to 20 minutes for folks to get 
a divorce in our court.” 

Because some 2000 couples have 
had the right to single blessedness 
restored to them by the courts of 
Chicago Heights and Calumet City 
during this past year, the City 
Club has been taking a pretty dim 
view of what it calls a “serious 
social problem.” 


“The increase in the number of 
divorces granted by the city courts 
in cities located near Chicago is 
much more rapid than the general 
increase in [Illinois and in the 
other courts of Cook County,” 
says the report. “In Illinois the 
circuit courts are given general 
jurisdiction, including the power 
to grant divorces. The Illinois con- 
stitution also provides for the es- 
tablishment of ‘such courts as may 
be created by law in and for cities 
and incorporated towns.’” 


Like the city courts of other II- 
linois cities, the city courts of 
Chicago Heights and Calumet City 
were established at a time when 
horse-andeuggy traveling folks 
found the 25-mile-or-so journey in- 
to Chicago something of a chore. 
But although neither the Illinois 
constitution nor the statute es- 
tablishing these courts mentioned 
divorces, an early case held that 
city courts had authority to grant 
them. This power, like every other 
power of these courts, was sup- 
posed to be limited to cases in 
which one of the parties was a 
resident of the town and the cause 
of the divorce occurred .there. 


But in 1939 the General Assem- 
bly undertook, without constitu- 
tional amendment, to extend a sec- 
tion of the Divorce Act to pro- 
vide that “such proceedings (di- 
vorce cases) may be had in any 
court of the county, where the 
plaintiff or defendant so reside, 
that may have jurisdiction to hear 
and determine divorce proceed- 
ings, upon the written entry of ap-

Both Judge Abbott and Judge 
John Pavlik of Calumet City con- 
tend that the law’s clear enough 
and it’s no business of theirs if 
folks want to patronize their city 
courts, just so long as they’re 
residents of Cook County. But the 
committee of the City Club thinks 
that maybe there’s a question of 
the validity of the divorce decrees 
handed down by the Chicago 
Heights and Calumet City courts. 
Says the report: 


“We express no opinion as to 
the validity of divorces granted 
by the city courts where neither 
party is a resident of the city and 
the act or acts complained of did 
not occur there. We do, however, 
call attention to the serious ques- 
tion as to their validity. Sooner 
or later the question is going to 
come before the Supreme Court in 
a direct appeal. The court will 
then have no choice but to pass 
on their validity. It would be most 
unfortunate if, after thousands of 
divorces have been granted by city 
courts to non-residents, it should 
be held that most of these di- 
vorces are invalid.”

Similarly in Chicago Heights, 
1650 new cases were filed in a 
year ending the middle of last 
June and, on the basis of careful 
estimates, at least 1500 of non- 
resident divorces were granted 
during that period. 

Clerks of the city courts in Calu- 
met City and Chicago Heights 
profit by the fact that they are 
on a fee basis. In addition to 
fees, they receive from the city 
treasury $6.00 for each day court 
is in session. In most divorce 
cases, the plaintiff's filing fee is 
$15.00, the defendant’s appearance 
fee is $5.00, and certified copies 
of the divorce decree are $1.00 
each. Thus the clerk of the City 
Court of Calumet. City received 
more than $16,000 in the past year 
and the clerk of the City Court of 
Chicago Heights ran up the grand 
total of approximately $35,00u dur- 
ing the same period. 

The State of Illinois recognizes 
nine grounds for suing for the 
privilege of tossing your wedding

I 
figure if people want a divorce 
today, and still want it 10 days 
from now, under the law we're 
bound to grant it.” 

On the basis of figures com- 
piled last June, one out of every 
three marriages in Cook county 
is today ending in- divorce. And 
unable to get prompt hearing on 
their divorce suits in the Chicago 
courts, disgruntled husbands and 
wives are taking their divorce 
petitions to the handy city courts 
of Chicago Heights and Calumet 
City.

O discourage this “wholesale 
T divorce decree business;” the 

City Club’s Social Welfare 
Committee has recommended that 
the Illinois law be amended to 
provide that all fees collected by 
clerks of the city courts be paid 
into the treasuries of the respec- 
tive cities, and that the cities pay 
the clerks instead yearly salaries; 
that the judges of the city courts 
see that in all divorce cases the 
evidence includes a clear state- 
ment of whether the parties, or 
either of them, reside in the city, 
and whether the cause of action 
occurred in the city; and that the 
1939 amendment to the Divorce 
Act under which city courts are 
now granting divorces to non-city 
residents, be repealed,

the celebration by her family and a host of friends of my 
mother’s seventy-fifth birthday. I think she won't mind my 

being so specific about it, for when one has lived a full life for 
three quarters of a century, one 
ceases to be touchy about the 
total count. I’m not going to 
describe the day, except to say 
it was a happy occasion that lived 
up fully to everyone’s expecta- 
tions. 

On this particular day, how- 
ever, I decided to take the train 
to town instead of driving—and 
so went over early in the morn- 
ing to the railroad station at Bis- 
marck.

I hadn't traveled on this branch

We'd 
be bowling along and suddenly, out of the tail of my eye, I'd catch 
a glimpse of a farmhouse or a creek or a clump of cedars which 
seemed strangely familiar. And up out of my subconscious mind 
would flash a thought: “We're coming into Mineral Point—or Cadet 
—or Vineland—or Kimmswick”—as the case might be. 
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@ AT FIRST MY ATTENTION WAS DIVIDED between this 
strange sensation of the familiar and the article in the Saturday 
Review which I happened to be reading at the moment. Then I 
stopped to figure the thing out and finally realized what was going on. 

Years ago—more than I like to count—we moved up from the 
country to go to school in St. Louis. But on many weekends and 
all holidays for a period of years, I rode this train back and forth 
to visit my grandfather’s home in the country. We rode the main 
line, in those days, as far as Mineral Point; then took the four-mile 
branch which ran on over to Potosi. 

So the landmarks which I was seeing out the window of the 
train were familiar and had changed amazingly little during these 


35 years or more. 


I suppose it was only natural that the experience should 
start a train of reminiscences that finally caused me to close 
the magazine and let my mind journey back into the past. 
The season of the year, as well, was appropriate for such a 
journey.

ISCUSSIONS about jazz music 

and its position in our West- 

ern culture are never conclu- 
sive. One of the reasons, per- 
haps, is the uncertain meaning of 
the term. When loosely applied, 
it refers to the whole range of ne- 
groid and quasi-negroid dance and 
cafe*music, including the various 
derivatives that are offered by the 
popular name bands. 

Devotees of true jazz are pained 
at such imprecision. There is 
only one jazz so far as they are 
concerned and the rest, whether 
produced by Paul Whiteman, 
Benny Goodman or Duke Elling- 
ton, or any of the modern power- 
house ensembles, is either com- 
pletely bogus or so corrupted by 
alien elements as to be unworthy 
of the name. 

Interested persons, seeking a 
clarification of its meaning, could 
hardly find a better beginning for 
their investigations than in a 
recently published book by Rudi 
Blesh called “Shining Trumpets; 
A History of Jazz.” (Alfred A. 
Knopf). Mr. Blesh is a scholar 
and a zealot. If he seems ex- 
travagant in some of his conten- 
tions, he at least is copious in his 
documentations and one does not 
have to accept his whole thesis 
in order to gain clearer insight 
into the body of Afro-American 
music with which he is so be- 
mused. 
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THE IMPARTIAL reader will 
also find it easy to believe that 
jazz—in its pure form at least—is 
neither savage nor shocking and 
that many of its would-be friends 
as well as its intemperate enemies 
have an imperfect idea of what it 
really is. 

When Mr. Blesh speaks of jazz, 
he means the body of music 
created anonymously in America 
by transplanted Africans in re- 
action to the special conditions 
of their new environment. It ap- 
peared in its archaic state all 
over the South, taking the form 
of work songs, devotional songs, 
play songs, ritualistic marches, 
rustic dances and other music of 
a spontaneous and communal na- 
ture. It moved into its classic 
period along about 1890 and its 
focal point was New Orleans. 
Here it assimilated many ele- 
ments of white music—snatches 
of French and Italian opera, qua- 
drilles, polkas, mazurkas, songs 
and dances from the Carribean, 
popular white marches. 

ee 


NEW ORLEANS was—and is— 
the fountainhead of jazz and its 
spiritual home. In the second 
decade of the twentieth century 
it began to move over the coun- 
try but, as it got away from home, 
impurities began to develop. White 
and alienated Negro players be- 
gen to play imitations. In some 
cases the imitations were sincere 
and reasonably faithful to original 
principles but the dilution became 
progressively greater until the 
eommercialized derivatives 
reached a state of complete de- 
formation. “Swing” is such a cor- 
ruption. 

Fortunately for the future, much 
real jazz has been recorded. Bes- 
sie Smith, Bertha Hill and Jelly 
Roll Morton have embalmed their 
art in wax. Moreover, some of 
the original New Orleans classic 
jazz players—such as the incom- 
parable cornetist, Bunk Johnson— 
are still alive and are receiving 
the attention they deserve. 

As Mr. Blesh makes abundantly 
clear, jazz is fundamentally a 
horizontal music with harmony a 
rudimentary and negligible ele- 
ment. It achieves its wonderful

COUPLE of months ago I received through the mail from the 
A publicity department of Twentieth Century-Fox a silver pin in 
| the shape of a wobbly A with a middle bar and two crossbars. 
It was explained this emblem was a good-luck amulet from the 
mystic East, always used by Somerset Maugham on the title pages 
of his books, and guaranteed to ward off evil spirits. A limited 
number of these esoteric talismans were being cast and presented 
to a select few persons—a select few hundred thousand, I imagine 
— in commemoration of that monumental event, the release of 
Twentieth Century's film of Maugham’s “The Razor's Edge.” 

Pretending it was just a gag, 
but secretly proud of being one 
of the chosen few honored by the 
opportunity of personally pub- 
licizing this earth-shaking cinema, 
I pinned it on my vest, and lay 
back smugly awaiting comments.

“In an interview following the 
auspicious New York opening, Mr, 
Williams delivered himself as fo)- 
lows: ‘Not a line was changed 
after the final draft came back 
from the typist. A scene was in- 
serted, the drunk scene, That was 
Mr. Dowling’s idea, but. entirely 
of my authorship. And one line by 
Mr, Dowling was added, the last 
fine where he says to the audience, 
“Here’s where memory stops and 
your imagination begins.” ’ 

“In addition to his mistake as to 
the aforesaid line, which reads, 
‘There my memory ends — and 
your imagination begins,’ Mr. 
Williams fell curiously into other 
errors. His narrator character was 
tricked out of an audience’s possi- 
ble surfeit with such characters 
by a passage shrewdly incorpo- 
rated into it by Dowling. The 
drunk scene to which he refers 
and which Dowling wisely per- 
ceived was necessary to the play 
was rewritten by Williams no less 
than four times under Dowling’s 
supervision, and was subsequently 
amplified in more than one par- 
ticular — the reference to the 
stage as opposed to the moving 
pictures, for example — by Dowl- 
ing himself. And many of the 
mother’s lines, while their essence 
remained intact, were rephrased 
by Laurette Taylor to their very 
much better effect. So, too, with a 
number of the son's lines, which 
Dowling altered and elaborated

“But there were more important 
additions and deletions in the 
original script. As written and as 
may be appreciated from a glance 
at the published version, which 
Williams himself has edited, the 
play contained a screen on which 
a magic lantern projected pictures 
and silent film titles throughout 
its action.

ATTERN of labor's 1947 wage proposals was shaped 
last week at Pittsburgh by the CIO's Big Three. It was 
embodied in plans for future contract negotiations 
drawn up at a conference of leaders of the United Steel 
Workers, headed by CIO President Philip Murray; United 
Auto Workers, headed by Walter Reuther, and the United 
Electrical, Radio and Machine Workers, headed by Albert 
J. Fitzgerald. 
The Big Three represent 2,350,000 workers, members 
of their unions. Their decisions are certain to form a 


general pattern for an additional 4,000,000 CIO members . 


affiliated with numerous other unions. Furthermore, the 
success or failure of CIO demands, past labor history 
indicates, would bear directly on wage negotiations of 
AFL and independent unions, with more than 9,000,000 
members, while about 15,000,000 non-union workers in 
organized industries, 10,000,000 in unorganized industrial 
fields, would be affected by outcome of bargaining. 

CIO emerged as pacemaker in wage demands when 
United Mine Workers went back to work on present terms. 
Miners’ failure, however, was not necessarily a setback 
for general labor demands, since they are in Government- 
operated industry. 

Statistical basis for ClO’s 1947 wage policy is an 


economic survey prepared for it by Robert R. Nathan, 
consulting economist and former deputy director of Office 
of War Mobilization and Reconversion. Fundamentally, 
CIO premise, following Nathan's ug yp is that wages can 
be increased some 25 per cent, by and large, without 
increasing prices or cutting profits much below wartime 
peaks.

FTER an expensive, year-long search in which 

dozens of localities were considered, the United 

Nations found a permanent site for its head- 
quarters. The headquarters itself may be five years 
in building, may cost $100,000,000. 

A l7-acre plot covering six blocks weg New 
York’s murky t River, the site selected lies in 
midtown Manhattan's unprepossessing Turtle Bay 
neighborhood. Its chief claim to fame is that it was 
where the British hanged Nathan Hale as a Revolu- 
tionary spy in 1776. The area is overgrown with 
breweries, laundries, slaughter houses, power plants 
and dingy tenements, but U. N. delegates envisage a 
gleaming skyscraper city rivaling Rockefeller Center 
rising there. 

The U. N.’s long search for permanent headquar-

Her recipe, serving eight, re- 

quires one-half cup sugar, one-half cup 

ground suet, one egg well beaten, one- 

third cup milk, one-half cup each of 

raisins, currants and broken walnut 

meats, one teaspoon baking powder, 

one-half teaspoon each of allspice, 

cinnamon, nutmeg and salt, and one- 
fourth teaspoon cloves. 

The pudding cooked in a pressure 
cooker at 15 pounds pressure requires 
40 minutes cooking time. Four cups 
of water are used. If using a steamer, 
or cooker-well in an electric range, im- 
merse tightly-covered mold or baking 
dish halfway in boiling water. For 
best results this level sHould be main- 
tained during the cooking period of 
two hours. If the rum sauce is served 
hot the beaten egg whites must be 
omitted. The proportion of lemon juice 
is optional.
